minds of young white children to live in 
brotherhood in a multi-racial society, ac- 
cording to Tom Deet, a Hanover Park 
resident and a member of the Open Door 
Society (ODS).

tems.

Deet spoke at a meeting of Community 


Life Program, a Schaumburg Township 
volunteer organization formed this year 
to provide emergency assistance for fami- 
lies needing aid in areas ranging from 
medical help to budget management 
counseling. 


But Deet's remarks generally were ad- 


dressed at the "Northwest suburbs' rac- 
ist society." The criticisms he expressed 
of the suburbs as a region he applied to 
the local area as well. And the actions he 
urged on local residents were part of a 
general campaign he *aid would be 
mounted to deal with school systems and 
other institutions. 


"We're going to be moving into the 


area of educational systems," Deet said. 
ODS has met with high level state educa- 
tion office personnel, and "we'll be set- 


ting up meetings with curriculum direc- 
tors everywhere. ' 
! 


"WE BELIEVE essentially that school 


systems have failed in the responsibility 
of preparing minds of young white chil- 
dren to exist in brotherhood and dignity 
in a multi-racial, society," Deet said. 
"We will move in an institutional way 
into school systems'at the state and local 
level; 
' "I came here hoping, for some action/' 
Deet listed steps he wished individuals 
take, beginning with,calling and writing 
letters to school board members in Dist. 
54 supporting introduction of material 
dealing with such areas as the history 
and academic contributions of minority 
persons. 


"Voice your concerns to school board 


membtfs. Write letters to them.' Start 
right here in your own school system 
helping your teachers to help; your chil- 
dren grow up with freer attitudes toward 
other races/' said Deet. He also sug- 
gested the residents talk with Catholic 
school officials.

DEET SAID he came .to report what 


was happening and enlist local aid, and 
referred to a recent cross burning in-

group composed of interested citizens 
who serve on a voluntary basis.

This week Justen told CEC members 


that the merger proposal is not being to- 
tally abandoned, but said it'is "being set 
aside for the time being" to permit CEC 
to continue its work.

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Pollution Board Stes 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


(IPCB) decided ywterday to vacate its 
regulation of nuclear power plants in the 
state, as those operated by Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. 


This Mows a recent U.S. Supreme 


Court decision involving the Northern 
States Power Co. and the Minnesota 
state pollution control authority. The 
high court handed down a decision favor- 
ing the utility, ruling the Atomic Energy 
Commission (AEC) alone can control nu- 
clear power operations. 


This frees Edison from certain cont- 


rols previously imposed by the IPCB. Ac- 
cording to an Edison spokesman on 
Wednesday, the state board still oversees 
the thermal standards (emission of 
heated water from condensers for ex- 
ample). 


The utility succeeded last week in gain- 


ing IPCB permission to operate the new 
Quad Cities twin nuclear generating sta- 
tions near Cordova, 111., even though dis- 
charges in the Mississippi River will ex- 
ceed the state thermal emission stan- 
dards. Edison also gained the approval 
of the Iowa state pollution control author- 
ity in order to operate at limited capac- 
ity through Aug. IS. By that date, a 
heated water pipe exacted in a recent 
agreement with Illinois Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. Scott, should be completed. 


The diffuser pipe will be phased out 


when a closed cooling system is com- 
pleted at a later date. Although Edison 
Pres. Thomas G. Ayers warned last 
week of "less than adequate generating 
reserve" as the company approaches the 
peak load summer months, an Edison 
spokesman said this week that partial 
operation of the Quad Cities units is ex- 
pected to enable the utility to meet the 
heavy power demands. 


EDISON HAS AEC approval to operate 


the giant Quad Cities units at 20 per cent 
capacity, or 360 megawatts of power. 
However, the utility is seeking a vari- 
ance from the AEC to operate at 25 per 
cent capacity for additional power and at 
100 per cent capacity for testing pur- 
poses. 


Meanwhile, 
Commonwealth Edison 


Co., cited as one of the worst polluters in 
a recently-released national'electric in- 
dustry survey, is dismissing charges of 
thermal and air pollution as just so much 


hotalr. 


The Council oh Economic Priorities, 


author of the disturbing report, was at- 
tacked by an Edison spokesman for pub-, 
lishing "misleading, and distorting" to- 
formatlon, Its findings were released ip 
mid-April on a total over a dozen electric 
utilities. The power companies operate 
129 power plants across the country. , 
.. .<

.COMMONWEALTH 
Edison 
could 


claim the dubious distinction of being 
ranked Polluter Number Three in the re- 
port. Coming in ahead of the local utility 
in terms of pollution were the American 
Electric Power Co., and the Southern Co. 
Edison's soot emissions, sulphurous gas 
emissions and nitrogen oxide emissions 
were singled out in the Council on Eco- 
nomic Priorities report. 


The council criticized the advertising 


and sales promotion expenditures of the 
15 large utilities, claiming this totaled six 
times the amount the Utilities shell out 
for pollution control research. Their fig- 
ures were based on information culled 
from the Federal Power Commission 
(FPC), AEC, and the regulatory com- 
missions and the utilities. 


"We think it was a pretty amateurish 


repor.t," said an Edison spokesman. "To 
a great extent it was based on obsolete 
figures. It was in many cases .misleading - 
and distorting. For example we are par- 
ticularly incriminated on the basis that 
we have many plants in downtown Chi- 
cago or neighboring areas," he said. 
"We have only three plants in Chicago. 
Although these plants burn coal, it is 
the lowest sulphur content available."^ 
The Chicago plants represent'only one- 
tenth the Edison generating capacity, he 
said. 


EDISON WAS also faulted in the coun- 


cil report for "taking a hard line" on 
cooling facilities. The utility spokesman 
said Edison installed a cooling system at 
its station near Springfield in J967 and 
later at other locations. 


The failure of electric power com- 


panies to support innovative research 
programs and to install the most effect 
tive pollution control equipment was 
sharply criticized in the Council on Eco- 
nomic Priorities report. According to the 
Edison spokesman, there is some doubt 
on the, effectiveness of the more recent 
systems. He cited the costly sulphur re- 


» 


moval systems installed at many power 
generating stations. "We are putting in 
two of the best systems of this type 
available," he said. "Yet these are not 
doing the job in many areas where they 
are used. Dp you want utilities to force 
utilities to put in equipment not fully 
proven out? Surely this is going to raise 
the cost of seryice unnecessarily."

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Higher costs are almost a sure thing 


for the consumer, according to Edison's 
chairman of the finance committee, Gor 
don B. Corey. This echoed a recent 
warning from the Federal Power Com- 
mission that electric bills could triple by 
I960. Unless the American public is will- 
ing to do without some electrical appli- 
ances or face.severe power shortages, 
this price will have to be paid, the com- 
mission said.

The Canada Post Office will issue an 8 


cent stamp on May 17 commemorating 
the 300th anniversary of the appointment 
of Frootenac as governor of New France. 


The stamp was designed by Laurent 


Marquart of Montreal who also created 
the Papineau and Hearne stamps issued 
last year. Marquart's design shows the 
statue of Frontenac in Quebec City with 
a sketch of Fort Saint-Louis, Quebec, 
residence of the Governors of New 
France, in the background. 


Frontenac came to New France in 1672 


as governor and stayed until 1682 when 


he was recalled. He was reappointed in 
October 1689 and retained the post until 
his death, in Quebec City, Nov. 28,1698. 


Louis de Buade, comte de Frontenac et 


de Palluau, was the son of an old, noble 
family. Married to-Anne de la Grange- 
Trianon, he, like many nobleman of his 
era, lived very extravagantly and was 
greatly in debt. Impoverishment led him 
to accept the appointment to represent 
Louis XIV in New France. His wife re- 
mained at court where her influence 
served her husband's interests. 


FRONTENAC FAVORED territorial 


In r e c a p p i n g the many com- 


memorative medals programs begun 
within (he last five years, it came as no 
great surprise to find there is a medallic 
art explosion occurring in the numismat- 
ic industry second to no other period in 
its history, And appranently with the 
endless supply of early and contempo- 
rary Americana, any well-planned, well* 
executed subject matter geared to that 
market cannot fail. 


What did come as a surprise was the 


fact that the size of a producer has abso- 
lutely nothing to do with the quality of 
the end product or the success or failure 
of a commemorative series. Some of the 
most attractive and highly valued pieces 
were struck by the small, almost ob- 
scure, private mint. 


A good example of this is the Tombs- 


tone Commemorative Series issued by 
the Tombstone Commemorative Com- 
mittee and struck by the Lombardo Mint 
of Sberbrooke, Quebec, Canada. 


TOMBSTONE, ARIZ., "the town too 


tough to die," is a registered U.S. Na- 
tional Monument of no small historic im- 
portance. It is reflected on almost every 
page of American history and while it 
offered little in the way of industrial op- 
portunity, it does have the distinction of 
being either the beginning or the end for 
many exciting chapters in western devel- 
opment* 


As a prelude to the celebration of its 


100th anniversary, the commerative com- 
mittee decided toissue one medal a year 
for 10 years as a countdown to the gala 
event in 1978. Each year the issue was to 
consist of no more than 5,000 pieces in 
nickel-silver plate; 1,000 pieces in .999 
fine silver but only 100 sets containing 
one numbered proof piece in silver and 
one numbered proof piece in nickel-sil- 
ver/ 


The first medal struck depicts a sour- 


dough with his pack mule heading off 
into the hills in search of fortune. Arched 
above is, the name, Tombstone, Arizona, 
with "90th Year" in an exergue below. A 
tombstone inscribed with the founding 
d a t e 1878 and "Tombstone Com* 
memorative 90th Year," occupies the re- 
verse along with the statement that 
Tombstone is a registered XJi S. Monu- 
ment. 


Today the silver specimen is valued at 


well over $175 per copy and it is doubtful 
whether or not one could be acquired at 
that price. I know of one nonproof copy 
owner who would refuse such ah offer.

A SECOND MEDAL was issued in 


1969, another in 1970 and the fourth has 
been released for 1971. According to the 
c h a i r m a n of the Tombstone Com- 
memorative Committee, each of the ear- 
lier issues have climbed steadily in value 
since the first issue in 1968. 


The latest release marks the events of 


the famous Shootout at the 0. K. Corral 
between Wyatt, Virgil and Morgan Earp, 
along with "Doc" Holliday and the 
erstwhile McLowery brothers, Tom and 
Frank, Ike and Billy Clanton and Billy 
"The Kid" Claiborn on Oct. 26,1881. 


The Tombstone, Commemorative Com-

Certain houses benefit by the addition 


of a window box or two filled with flow- 
ers. If yours is one of them, getting a 
box ready now before warm weather ar- 
rive* is an easy project. 


Window boxes can be hung at front or 


side windows or garage windows. They 
can also be used to decorate the sides of 
steps leading to a front or side door. 


Patterns are available from mail order 


companies and at most lumberyards. 
Since any pattern would have to be ad- 
justed for your window size anyway, you 
might Just design your own. 


Window boxcc should be about eight 


inch* deep, about six inches wide at the 
bottom and a little wider at the top. 


USE WOOD THAT will

weather (redwood and cypress are beat). 
Oak and pine can be used if suitably fin- 
isbed* Prevent rotting by treating with a 
wood preservative. 


Use preservatives carefully. Some can- 


not be painted over since they win bleed 
through. These will require sealing with 
aluminum paint or shellac..

A good natural finish involves several

When you put the box together,,com- 


bine nails and glue for sturdy construc- 
tion.

You can add to the permanence of the

YOU MAY FIND it more practical to 


fill the box with potted plants. Not only is 
this easier and less messy, it also allows 
for a variety of blooms throughout the 
season. 


Provide drain notes in the bottom of 


the box.— one in each corner and anoth- 
er in the middle. Set the .pots in peat 
moss inside the box.

Once again Superintendent of Public 


Instruction Michael Bakaiis has let out a 
cry for more state aid to public schools. 
But this time he has asked for a lower 
hike. 


Bakalis' latest proposal calls for $1.178 


billion in school aid, a drop of $29 million 
from his original request. He said the 
difference lies in a compromise he made 
with the School Problems Commission on 
funding for the teachers1 pension fund. 


Bakalis' proposal Is directed at Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie who has asked the legis- 
lature for only $1.052 billion in education 
funds. Present state aid totals $938 mil- 
lion. 


Ogilvie received sharp criticism from 


Bakalis for not living up to the priority 
he set for education in his State of the 
State address a few months ago. 
Ogllvie's budget, says Bakalis, "repre- 
sents the smallest percentage increase in 
the last 30 years." 


In defense, Ogilvie points to riding 


costs and says he can't meet Bakalis' 
proposal without slighting other areas. 
The governor's School Problems Com- 
mission backs his budget proposal: The 
advisory commission, composed of legis- 
lators and school officials, recently de- 
clared the $90 million hike "adequate." 


BUt BAKALIS declares it is "in- 


adequate," saying his figure is needed to 
keep schools open throughout 1973, 


"The persona] property tax exemption 


on one car and a household of furniture 
has hurt school districts/' Bakalis said. 


"We're also in the midst of a tax- 


payers' revolt. Not only have the number 
of school referenda decreased sharply in 
the past four years," Bakalis said, "but 
the percentage of successful referenda 
has gone down, too." 


Bakalis said higher teacher wages and 


climbing costs of real estate and building 
materials have also put schools in a fi- 
nancial squeeze. 


« 
Bakalis therefore proposed that the 


state spend $216 .million more next year 
than it did in 1972 for elementary and 
high school education. He said it could be 
financed in part by earmarking the $30 
million never spent on the ill-fated paro- 
chlaid plan for schools. 


Further, Bakalis said, $40.5 million

from other parts of the budget could be 
used.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your article 


on angina and nttroglycerin tablets. I 
have bad angina about 2& years, but in 
the last year have not had an angina'at- 
tack. When I lift or work too fast I get 
short of breath, but do not have the pains 
1 used to. After reading your article I 
d i s c a r d e d my nitrogtycerin tablets. 
Should I have kept them? - 


Dear Reader — No. You might as well 


have thrown them away because if they 
really were a year old they were no good 
anyway. Nitroglycerin tablets do not last 
a long time and should be kept fresh if 
they are going to be used at all. Anyone 
who has had any anginal attacks for six 
months or a year shouldn't be taking nit- 
roglycerin tablets even if they start hav- 
ing chest pains suddenly. The thing to do 
in that instance is to call your doctor. 
The reason a lot more people don't have 
an adverse reaction to nitroglycerin ta- 
blets used for chest pain that is really a 
severe heart attack; not angina, is be- 


cause they have kept the tablets so long 
that they aren't any good. 


I presume you are referring to my 


comment that an individual should not 
take nitroglycerin tablets at the onset of 
a heart attack. They are quite all right 
for treatment of recurring angina and 
have been used successfully that way fen- 
years, but they can be harmful to a per- 
son who has chest pain. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — We_ know that the 


thyroid gland produces hormones neces- 
sary for life. Would a woman without 
this hormone die without medicine to re- 
store her thyroid? Does thyroid deficien- 
cy affect body function and mental abili- 
ty? Is it inherited later in life by children 
born to a woman with thyroid deficiency. 


Dear Reader — Yes, the thyroid hor- 


mone is essential to life. The fact that 
one is hypothyroid or has a low thyroid 
function, however, doesn't mean that no 
hormone is produced. In longstanding 
cases of markedly decreased thyroid 


function some patients can even develop 
coma. And, such severe thyroid depres- 
sion can lead to "myxedema madness," 
which means loss of mental capacity-due 
to extremely low thyroid function. Less 
severe cases are not fatal. 


There is no evidence that low thyroid 


function is inherited. Even is a woman is 
diagnosed as having low thyroid function 
after her children are born it is doubtful 
that she would have had 'seriously low 
thyroid function during' a successful 
pregnancy. Women with relatively low 
thyroid function have difficulty getting 
pregnant' and difficulty in maintaining 
their pregnancy. If a normal child is 
born it is a reasonably good indication 
the mother has normal function of the 
thyroid.

The eyes have had it, says area opto- 


metrist Dr. Harold Seldin. 


Hard-pressed by the demands of high- 


speed production, the mass media, ten- 
sion, your eyes are in need of assistance, 
he warns. Coming to the rescue of your 
tired and bleary eyes is the doctor's en- 
gineered approach to vision problems. 


The doctor comes on strong as he 


walks into the office and announces, 
"You have terrible lighting in here." His 
sprightly checked suit, long sideburns 
and wire rimmed glasses add to the illu- 
sion. Although he's bold on the outside, 
this doctor is cautious and concerned on 


the inside. He's worried that eye pollu- 
tion and strain will have a limiting effect 
on your abilities. 


Dr. Seldin has devoted much of his 


professional career to the treatment of 
the visually handicapped. With experi- 
ence as a consultant to a manufacturer 
of visual aids, teaching at the Illinois 
College of Optometry and a practice in 
Morton Grove, he is now eyeing the field 
of industrial consulting in this area. Dr. 
Seldin recently opened a Rolling Mead- 
ows office at 40 Arbor Dr. 


h 
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"WE'RE LEARNING to measure a 


person as a human being —' his ability to 
function/' says Dr. Seldin. "When we're 


working with vision, in an industrial ap- 
plication, we give them equipment which 
will enable them to read or write or do 
assembly work without limitation.1' 


The doctor sees the. commonly used 


telescopes and microscopes as limiting 
devices, since they allow only monocular 
vision. Three-dimensional vision and 
therefore better judgment is gained 
through the use of binocular vision, he 
advises. 


"When we're talking about people with 


normal vision, the problem is often one 
of working with such small parts or com- 
ponents that it is impossible to work an 
eight-hour shift without eye strain/' says 
Dr. Seldin. The man checking a read-out 
instrument in terms of pattern or num- 
bers, the woman working on small as- 
semblies or the worker who routinely 
monitors a rotating,, multi-colored, auto- 
mated production equipment are often in 
need of visual assists, he contends. 


"In this enormous and crippling job of 


making products^ smaller, man's entire 


Concentration has been on the scientific 
glamour of making invisible things vis- 
ible," says the doctor. "The idea of a 
scientifically engineered macro eye as- 
sist has been totally ignored much ty> the 
detriment of quality control,, assembly 
and inspection as well as injury to man's 
eyes." 
• 
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Attention focused op micro areas for 


the development of standards in micro- 
scopes and other devices must be shifted 
to the neglected area of macro areas,, 
according to Dr. Seldin He explains that 
the macro area, 'or the visible' environ- 
ment, comprises most of a typical .work- 
er's effort and that the microscopic ele- 
ments of an assembly generally end up 
in a visible application. 


Dr. Seldin seeks the establishment of 


standards for the -macro area. "Until 
now whatever was catalogued by the mi- 
croscope maker, desk lamp maker, spe- 
cialty house or hardware chain was 
bought, even though it was; a'-'kitchen. 
light or desk lamp with common built-in 


magnifier, or otter Wtor-^miss devices," 
hesaid.

formance, in addition to-miniaturization, 
is poor illumination. Improper levels of 
illumination in' office and production 
areas cut down on productivity and the 
quality of work turned out. Dr. Seldin 
says, "flighting 'most geheraEy used is 
fluorescent," he said. "The bulb's peak 
illumination is at 40 per cent of the life of 
the bulb. When the bulb is not changed 
until it reaches the end of its life, the 
illumination declines. This causes eye 
strain," 


Shuffling desks and work benches 


around to achieve a more efficient floor 
plan can lead to sluggish employe per- 
formance if the lighting system is not 
adjusted accordingly, the doctor1 says. 
The problem becomes moire acute as a 
worker advances in age. 


"For example, 200 foot candles of illu- 


mination is the minimum amount needed 
at 20 years of age," he said. "However 


we know that a person at 40 years of agt 
needs twice the amount of illumination 
and at 50 years he needs five times the 
illumination as compared to a 20-year-

old." 


In his industrial consulting work, Dr. 


Seldin often "prescribes" macro visual 
assists in areas where overhead lighting, 
is not sufficient. Back at the workbench, 
the assembly worker may make use of a 
viewer large enough to allow binocular 
vision (using both eyes) and the use of 
both hands in the assembly. Dr. Seldin 
advises the use of rugged, profess 
designed industrial assists. 
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"THE ILLUMINATION device should 


be small enough to be accommodated on 
a work bench and emit an intensity high 
enough to raise the foot candles well 
above the norms set down by the Illumi- 
nation Engineering Society/' said Dr. 
Seldin: An effective cooling device and 
the provision of a color contrast is also 
advisable, he said.

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Close-Up Look At George W

WITH WALLACE CAMPAIGN - On a 


snowy morning, Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace entered the cabin of the two-en- 
gine charter plane. The plane was taking 
him on yet another lengthy jaunt in his 
combative presidential campaign. 


Gov. 
Wallace unbuttoned his black 


cashmere coat, which covered a black 
suit. Wallace, short, bushy-browed, 
wrapped in black, might have been sinis- 
ter except that the coat sleeves were 
baggy and he looked dwarfish, 


He sat down in the front left aisle seat, 


his darkhaired wife Cornelia beside him 
at the window seat. A reporter sat across 
the aisle. 


Gov. Wallace stuck a dark cigar with a 


yellow holder into his mouth. "HI talk to 
you in a minute," said Wallace good- 
naturedly, to the reporter, "but first I 
gotta make sure the weather's good. If 
it's bad, Ml have to be instructin' the 
crew. Not that I'm afraid of fly in', but I 
don't like flyin' in bad weather." 


THE PLANE WAS UP. The small 


plane's vibrations were strong and un- 
settling. Wallace, puffing on the cigar, 
leaned across his wife and looked out the 
window. 


"Lookee there — sun," he said. 
Cornelia peered out the window. "I 


don't see nothing but damn fog," she 
said, and sat back. 


"Naw, there's sun. I'm sure of it." 
She emitted a soft cough. 
"Smoke, bother you, honey?" he 


asked. 'Til put the cigar out." 


"No, it's all right," she said cordially. 


Then she took out a map and began 
marking off skiing locations. She planned 
to take her children on their first ski 
holiday. (Coinddentally, that night, he 
will make a speech condemning some 
politicians for taking the taxper's mon- 
ey and going off skiing in Switzerland.) 


His campaign has been going well and 


Gov. 
Wallace is in good spirits. His 


mouth, which seems naturally curved in 
a snarl, is now broken in a smile. He 
turns to the reporter and is in a reminis- 
cent mood. 


"ALL THESE PEOPLE on welfare," 


he says, "they gotta get out and work. I 
don't mean the lame and the halt and the 
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Wallace... bent for expedience 


blind and the deaf (his tone lowers at 
this litany, as it does when he comes to 
this part in his speeches) but the loafers 
and chiselers.

The Arlington Heights Park Dis- 


trict is being told by the Cook 
County Clerk's office that because 
of a simple, human error the park 
district will have to survive the 
year with $66,000 less than it was 
supposed to have received. 


That type of "pat answer'* is 
1 im- 


possible to accept and indicates all 
too clearly the lack of concern on 
the part of many county offices for 
the problems of suburbanites. 


The $66>QOO shortage occurred, 


according to officials in the clerk's 
office, when 
a new 
and 
in- 


experienced office worker applied 
an erroneously low tax rate for the 
park district. 


Except for the fact we would 


hope new and inexperienced work- 
ers would receive closer super- 
vision than that, we can accept the 
explanation that errors are going 
to be made. 


We cannot accept, however, the 


suggestion the clerk's office has 
made in regard to remedying the 
situation. 
* 


Walter Prybylo, tax extension 


supervisor for County Clerk .Ed- 
ward Barrett, says the solution is a 
simple one. "Issue tax anticipation 
warrants for the $66,000 and make 
up the deficiency' with an extra 
levy next year/' he offered. 


Unfortunately, tax anticipation 


warrants cost money in the form of 
the interest paid when the warrants 
are retired. That money eventually 
would have to be paid by the resi- 
dents of the park district. 


Prybylo also discounts the possi- 


bility of issuing supplemental tax 
bills, suggesting tho' clerk's office 


may not have the legal power to do 
so and that the cost would be 
prohibitive. 


Certainly the clerk has the au- 


thority, and indeed the responsi- 
bility, to issue correct tax bills. 
And if the clerk's office could com- 
pute and mail tax bills for ten 
townships in less than a week, re- 
computing the tax bills for a single 
park district cannot be overly diffi- 
cult. 


We wonder if the clerk's.office 


would be so smug if .the mistake 
had caused a severe shortage of 
funds for the Chicago School Dis- 
trict? Or if the Cook Bounty Board 
was faced with a 7 per cent short- 
age instead of a suburban park dis- 
trict? 


The clerk's office contends mis- 


takes similar to the one involving 
the local park district are not un- 
common and they are always re- 
solved through the issuance of tax 
anticipation warrants. ' 


While we can accept the frequen- 


cy of human eifor, we feel it is 
unconscionable that; no system of 
verification or remedy has been eis? 
tablished to deal with the problem 
effectively and fairly. 


Perhaps the clerk's office simply 


could give the various taxing bod- 
ies 72 hours notice of the rate be- 
fore issuing tax .bills. Then human 
errors could be detected, and cor- 
rected before it is too late. 


In the meantime we can see no 


reason why the taxpayers in the 
Arlington Heights Park District 
should have to bear the financial 
burden caused by a careless mis- 
take in the county clerk's office.

John Kennedy, executive vice presi- 


dent of the firm, said a Portuguese firm 
has been operating two of the craft and 
has Just ordered a third to ferry commu- 
ters to Lisbon over a five-mile water 
route that saves 100 miles of land travel. 
In all, 14 of the craft have been sold for 
commercial ferry use in England, Por- 
tugal, Italy and the Far East. 


FOBD, BACON & Davis Inc., a New 


York engineering firm, has raised the 
prospect of using hovercraft or hydrofoils 
as one way of solving what it called the 
"approaching ultimate traffic jam" in 
urban areas. 


The company has a contract from the 


New Jersey Department of Trans- 
portation to do a feasibility study of 
three water routes into New York as a 
backup service or an alternate to bus 
and train service. 


Kennedy said the English craft his 


company wants to introduce in the 


with shafts angling out of the,twin fiber- 
glass hulls. 


"This craft can cope with waves as 


high as '12 feet and the accompanying 
winds, which a conventional hovercraft 
with flexible skirt could not brave," Ken- 
nedy said.. But the craft is not amphibi- 
ous like the conventional military hov- 
ercraft. 


KENNEDY'S COMPANY is getting 


ready to manufacture the craft in the 
United States because present: U.S. law 
forbids importation of hulls for com- 
mercial coastal or inland common car- 
rier service.

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In England, the craft have been tested 


in nighr use on the Thames River and 
elsewhere, and the British Department of 
Trade and Industry has found them safe 
for night traffic despite the high speed. 


Kennedy said some large operators of 


fishing party boats are also interested in 
his catamaran hovercraft. "They figure 
the high speed will-let them take two 
runs to the fishing grounds daily instead 
of one," he explained.

The words sound appropriate when es- 


poused by blacks on the way to equality, 
women on the way to liberation or the 
young on the way to changing society. 


Today these words are flowing from 


the mouths of a group formerly noted-for 
their identity as a community and their 
simple, submissive nature. Appropriate 
or not these words fit nicely into the vo- 
cabulary of the new religious — the nuns 
of the 70s. 


One of the most liberal orders, the, 


School Sisters of St. Francis, which has 
nuns serving in the Northwest suburbs, 
has undergone radical change since 1366, 
a year after Vatican Council II directed 
the religious world to re-examine the in- 
tentions of their founders, learn about 
contemporary social life, and' adapt 
clothing and work to time and place for 
the greatest benefit of the church. 


SISTER FRANCIS Borgia Rothluebber 


took the Council's mandate seriously and 
set about to free the School Sisters, a 
teaching and nursing order, to make the 
most of their God-given gifts. 


Sister Francis was elected "president" 


by the sisters (her former title was 
Mother Superior) and four assistants 
were also elected to share her authority 


. 


in running tht order. Committees were 
set up to discuss the roads of change, 
sisters voted in or out the proposals and 
new policies were instituted. 


By 1969 the School Sisters, a worldwide 


order of 3,000, had passed the point 
where many orders remain today. Their 
traditional habits were 'shortened, given 


1 a color change and finally dispensed with 
altogether in favor of lay clothes. 


During 1969 they took another step for- 


ward. Pairs of sisters, groups of threes 
and even a few singles moved out of the 
institutions they'lived and worked in. It 
was no longer a question of where a sis- 
ter was going to be assigned but rather 
where she felt her talents could be put to 
the greatest uses. The community gave 
approval to each of the moves, but it re- 
mained an individual decision where a 
sister would go, 


NOW, NO LONGER geographically 


bound to their community and with few 
sisters in the order still residing in their 
convents, other changes have been 
made. 


Women interested in joining the School 


Sisters contact sisters closest to them in- 
stead of the Mother House. Rather than 
young girls fresh out of grade school or 
high school, the majority of women seek- 
ing the religious life of service are more 
mature — often with several years of 
professional or school experience behind 
them;

the big elms are located. They hope that

«ye height .will contact them. Then they

enter it in their honor roll of elms.

You might say it was letdown time col-

Diseussiong the increase in burglaries 


for the City of Chicago and suburbs, he 
said FBI figures show the number of 
burglaries per 100,000 people rose 113 per 
cent from 1960 to 1WO, and 11 per cent 
between 196& and J970 alone. Chicago's 
burglary increase in 1971 was 10 per 
cent. 


What the police say about security pre- 


cautions is echoed by building managers 
responsible for rental properties ranging 
from three-story walk-ups to suburban 
garden apartments to Lake Shore Drive 
high-rises. 


"Building managers and owners can 


spend thousands of dollars on security 
devices such as closed-circuit television, 
alarm systems, and guards, but all of 
this is worthless if the tenants them- 
selves don't practice recommended se- 
curity measures/' said William D. Sally, 
vice preisdent of Baird & Warner, Inc., 
and general manager of the firm's prop- 
erty management division. 


People invite burglaries through such . 


acts as leaving windows open and doors 
unlocked. In apartments, they courte- 
ously hold the lobby door open for the 
person behind them, not knowing who 
that person is. They let mail pile up 
while they're on vacation, and let uniden- 
tified "inspectors" and "repairmen" into 
their apartments. 


Common-sense security measures 


could do much to thwart the "burglaries 
of opportunity," those committed be- 
cause the would-be burglar senses you've 
left your guard down and presented him 
with a spuv-of-the moment chance. This 
kind of invitation is particularly attrac- 
tive to the young burglar, many on 
drugs, whom police say accounts for 70 
per cent of burglaries in the Chicago 
area. 


These precautions are recommended 


by Baird A Warner to be useful in im- 
proving home or apartment security: 


Always use the chain guards that are 


installed on front and - rear entrance 
doors to most apartments. These allow 
you to open the door slightly to screen 
callers and accept small parcels. Some 
apartment doors have peepholes which 
let you look out without opening the door 
at all. If your apartment, doors do not 
have these devices, check with the; man- 
agement about having them installed. 


Before admitting a stranger to your 


apartment, demand to see identification. 
Representatives of utility companies and 
public agencies have standard ID,cards 
that they'll be glad to let you inspect. 
Never accept a printed business card as 
identification; anyone can have a busi- 
ness card printed. Don't fall for the ruse 
, of calling the telephone number listed on 
the business card. Chances are you'll 
wind up talking to ah accomplice. 


Report any suspicious characters to 


the building management, immediately. 
Watch for door-to-door solicitors (your 
building should have a rule against 
them); and persons who claim to have 
the wrong apartment. 


When you enter through the lobby door 


of a building, don't automatically hold 
the door open for someone behind you 
unless you know the person. Most lobby 
doors can be opened only with a key or 
by a buzzer system activated from each 
apartment. If someone does follow you 
in, at least make a mental note of their 
physical characteristics and behavior. 


Get to know your fellow .residents. 


While apartment living tends to be 
anonymous, .one of the best protections 
against crime is to know who lives in the 
building; that way you can spot strang- 
ers immediately and be on your gurad.

Holla^ay shook the financial commu- 


nity in November,, 1971, when he forecast, 
not only a decline in CMI earnings — the 
first in the trust's 10-year history — but 
even larger problems for the REIT in- 
dustry as a whole He has not changed his 
thinking on these problems.

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"There is nothing unique in REITs 


having internal industry problems — it 
has happened with other industries in the 
past," said Holladay. "The investment 
opportunities of REITs were suddenly 
'discovered* about four years ago and

good tjslng investment-wise and jumped 
on the bandwagon. The result: a much

MARBA is seeking to eliminate sepa- 


rate bargaining with the approximately 
40 construction trade union locals on the 
basis of arbitrary territorial jurisdiction. 
It will seek areawide wage scales, com- 
mon expiration dates, and uniform work 
rules in each craft for men of com- 
parable skills. 


MARBA has been assigned the bar- 


gainng rights formerly exercised by its 
constituent member trade associations, 
and has informed the unions that in the 
future, MARBA will negotiate contracts 
beginning with those due-to expire May 
31,1972. 


The letter stated that the Construction 


Users Council has encouraged the adop- 
tion of multi-employer and multi-craft 
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area bargaining as a means of reducing 
the fragmentation and whipsawing that 
has/in the past, contributed to unreason- 
able escalation of construction labor 
costs.

Savings Record Eased In March 


An abatement In the exuberant growth 


in saving* at savings associations ap- 
peared in March, according to projec- 
tions developed from reports received 
from 579 associations reporting to the 
t/nited States Savings and Loan League. 
The reporting institutions held 31 per 
cent of the total assets of the business. 


Savings deposits grew last month by a 


record $4.2 billion but the increase was 
only 3,5 per cent above the $4.1 billion of 
last March. The 3.5 per cent increase 
contrasts sharply * with the results of 
January and February when the gain in 
deposits was up from a year earlier by 
25.2 per cent and 14.6 per cent respec- 
tively. 


The data for the month yielded several 


other indications of a moderation of the 
recent rapid growth. When quarterly in- 
terest credited to accounts is deducted, 
the net gain moved down below that for 
March 1971. In that month the interest 
credited to accounts amounted to $1.3 bil- 
lion of the $4.1 billion net gain, bringing 
the adjusted net gain to $2.8 billion. In 
the March that has just past, interest ac- 
counted for $1.6 billion of the $4.2 billion 
resulting in .an adjusted gain of $2.6 bil- 
lion. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis the 


savings gain of last month was.at the 
annual rate of $34.5 billion, off slightly 
from the $35.7 billion of February, and 
down from the $37 billion rate of March 
1971. 


An analysis of the flow data indicates 


that the easing of the growth can be at- 
tributed partly to a slow down in the rate 
of the additions to accounts but more sig- 
nificantly to an increase in withdrawals. 
Funds taken out of existing accounts 
were up from a year earlier 35.9 per 
cent. 


Despite the appearance of some mod- 


eration In growth, the increase for March 
was high when compared with that of the 
same month of recent years. For ex- 
ample, the $4.2 billion increase is sub- 
stantially above the $1.6 billion gain for 
March of 1970. 


The constraint on growth of last month 


may be traced to a rise in consumer 
spending which was reflected inthe 8 per 
cent increase in retail sales in March 
above a year earlier, The firming of in- 
terest rates on market instruments that 
occurred last month may also have in- 
fluenced the flows at teller windows. 
More significantly, the unusually high 
gains In January and February may 
have represented a one-time surge in 
funds as investors executed early year 
plans of reinvesting their funds at a fixed 
rate in the uncertain market that then 
prevailed.

Berg says there is a whole new spectrum 
of style, material and design.

Pollution Control Foe Hit 
'Government's SO Strong' 


1 wish to reply to Peggy Daley Tay- 


lor's letter against government control of 
air pollution through your paper: 


1 would like to express my thanks to 


you for pointing out how much freedom 
we have lost through government control 
of air pollution. You are so right. 
Agencies and bureaus have sprung up 
during the last few years as people 
jumped on the ecology bandwagon. And 
Washington is controlling our lives in 
more ways than ever before. Free air is 
«H we ask and the right to do with it as 
we please. The quality of life suffers 
when we lose any of our rights. In the 
last ten years I have witnessed many 
changes wrought by these bureaucratic 
agencies which have cost us much free- 
dom and the situation is worsening as 
these agencies muscle the auto industry 
to further costly adaptations for our be- 
loved internal combustion engine. 


1 have witnessed the loss of our right 


to burn leaves and trash on our own 
premises, Now why should the govern- 
ment control what I do on my own prop- 
erty? I have fond childhood memories of 
bonfires in the back yard and watching 
smoke billow up into the air carrying 
flaming sparks. Gone are the days when 
chllddren can have these experiences. 
My children will never know the pleasure 
ot being awakened on a Saturday morn- 
ing by the smoke from a neighbor's 
trash fire wafting into then- bedroom win- 
dow, These rights have been lost because 


of governmental control. 


Also, I remember my first apartment 


across from the main Motorla plant in 
the mid-60's from which we had a view 
of a smokestack producing lovely billow- 
ing clouds of black smoke. But alas, 
Motorola was pressured into closing 
down their incinerator and bought a 
trash compactor to help minimize the 
size of their wastes so it could be carted 
away. I am sure thousands of businesses 
were pressured into this type of action 
by the government. All this costs money 
and taking money from American busi- 
nesses hardly sounds like freedom to me. 


But there is hope, Mrs. Taylor, be- 


cause we still have our inalienable right 
to drive a car. With this device maybe 
we can make up for all the freedom we 
have lost. Thanks to it the air is not 
much cleaner than before the in- 
cinerators shut down. Thanks to the car 
we still have the freedom to turn the 
horizon a beautiful shade of gray on a 
clear day and see the pall over Chicago 
from the air 300 miles away. Soon maybe 
we can look straight up on a clear day 
and see a gray sky. Won't you rejoice to 
be able to SEE all that FREE air? Then 
we could develop a friendly rivalry with 
Los Angeles to see how many days the 
high pollution readings will forcibly keep 
school children inside during recess and 
discourage people from too much bodily 
activity outdoors.

He Hits Trash Pick-Up... 


Permit me to protest against idiocy. 


Today was the traditional trash pickup 
day for our end of the Village, and there 
was plenty to be picked up.. 


At 9 p.m.. the trucks came down our 


street - in the rain - still gathering the 
leavings of our society from the curbs. In 
shock that these men were still working 
at that hour, we ran out with the only 
thing we could lay hands on in a hurry: 
a bag of cookies for each truck. Our 
shock deepened at discovery that the 
crews had been at work since 4 a.m., and 
expected to continue until 1 or 2 a.m. 
tomorrow, just to meet some imbecile re- 
quirement that all trash be picked up in 
one day, 'to minimize the blighting of our 
Village's appearance.' 


Fatigue alone breeds danger. Have a 


ever watched the scoop at the back of a' 
garbage truck lift and smash the things 
dumped into it? Would you permit Ar- 
lington Heights policemen or firemen to 
flout the rules of safety the way these 
men were required to, by operating those 
scoops in the dark? I think not. At least, 
I sincerely hope not! 


Arlington Heights is a fine town in 


many ways, but it contains entirely too 
many infants over the age of 21 whose 
otherwise paralyzed esthetic senses are 
offended by the sight of trash at the 
curbs for more than a day, once a year. 
Infants who would be the first to com- 
plain loudly if denied this free annual op- 
portunity to unload bulky junk. 


No person who is even half rational 


would contend it is worth the risk of one 
man losing a hand, to shorten the "eye- 
sore time" of our spring .cleanup.

I'm grateful to 
the men who worked their tails off and 
risked injury for the dubious .benefit of 
my town; but I'm deeply ashamed of the 
town that allowed it to happen.

. Village Manager Responds 


Dear Mr. Theriault 


Your letter of April 19, expressing con- 


cern for the safety of the refuse collec- 
tion crews during the Spring Clean-Up, 
was referred to me for investigation. 


Although the crews worked long hours, 


the information provided you was some- 
what exaggerated. On each of the three 
days of Spring Clean-Up, the collection 
crews began work at 6 a.m. All routes 
were completed at 7:30 p.m. on Monday; 
at 7 p.m. on Tuesday; and at 11:15 p.m. 
on Wednesday. 


The decision to continue the collection 


on Wednesday night was made jointly by 
the Village Health Director and Mr. La- 
seke, both of whom had been closely 
monitoring the operation. I am advised 
that they were influenced by the follow- 
ing factors: 


—Although adverse weather slowed the 


work, the collectors are well-trained, 
well-paid, highly-skilled workers who are 
accustomed to rain and snow. 


—The hope persisted that all routes 


could be completed by 10:00 p.m. and 
most were. A few crews worked beyond 
11-00 p.m. 


—The crew members were highly 


motivated to get the job done, rather 
than upset the following day's schedule. 


—Mr. Laseke interrupted the work to 


provide crew rest and dinner for the 
crews. 


I share your concern f6r crew safety 


and will fully evaluate all aspects of this 
test operation in order to determine the 
best course of action for the future. Your 
comments are most helpful in this re- 
gard.

life's Not Hard In Canada For 'Dodgers" 


I am writing to air my views on the 


amnesty issue. I can not comment on 
Mr. Kocik's letter because I didn't see it; 
however, for various reasons, I also can 
not agree with those people who lean to 
amnesty. 


Even though I have to state that the 


Vietnam War is an illegal war since 
there was no Congressional Declaration 
of War at its onset; it is, however, by no 
means an immoral war which I will later 
elaborate on. If there had been a declar- 
ation of war, we would have had less 
problems with the violent element associ- 
ated with anti-war demonstrations, as 
Anton Dvylis referred to, since they 
would have been considered treasonable 
acts and. appropriate measures 'would 
have been taken to stop such misuse of 
our citizens' rights of free speech, as- 
sembly and protest. 


Of course, to have declared .war on 


North Vietnam would have meant declar- 
ing communism as an enemy who we in- 
tended to defeat and any aid now given 
to communists countries would have to 
be stopped. I take it for granted that all 
reading this do'know that aid from this 
country does go to communists countries 


and that aid from Russia is going to 
North Vietnam. Isn't it amazing that few 
concerned humanitarians think to tell 
Russia that Vietnam is an immoral war 
and their capital should not be spent on 
war making materials? 


This war is not immoral on our part 


because we are fighting agents of com- 
munism, who, according to acknowledg- 
ed fact, murdered 50,000 or so North 
Vietnamese and-also many South Viet- 
namese who would not rally to their 
Vcause." A world organization such as 
the United Nations is more guilty of im- 
morality to look at such statistics as 
these and the happenings in such coun- 
tries, as Czechoslovakia, etc., and do 
nothing. If the United Nations was prop- 
erly doing its job to stop such barbarity 
as this, we would never have gotten in- 
volved in a Vietnam.' The apathy or lack 
of concern for human life in the United 
Nations is just on a larger scale than 
that of a citizen who will not in some 
way help a neighbor who is being beaten 
on the streets of our cities. 


Now let's get, to this comparison of 


courage between draft dodgers and our 
revolutionary ancestors of 1775. These 


heroes of 1775 did not expect amnesty 
from England if their cause did not suc- 
ceed. Many knew they would probably 
face death and did for their convictions 
and many others would lose financial se- 
curity which they may have had in the 
past. It's <a long cry from the draft dod- 
gers of today who expect to be allowed 
back in the United States just because 
they were born here. 


What hardships did he really undergo 


for his convictions? The modern day 
draft dodger knows that life in Canada is 
very similar to life here and friends, 
relatives and sweethearts can either join 
him whenever they feel like it, mail is 
always a form of keeping in touch, and 
unless this country does not run true to 
form, amnesty wUl be declared and he 
will be free to go back to a bright future 
in the richest country on earth. Some 
chance he's taking! As far as his talents 
and usefulness to this country are con- 
cerned, of what use are they if he runs 
every time the going gets tough? 


Our veterans also have talents we can 


use and they should not have to be la 
competition with draft dodgers after the 
chances they took on the battlefield. No 


one will ever convince me that it's easier 
to chanca facing a bullet than it is to 
leave this country to avoid the draft. 


Compared to the chances a draft dod- 


ger really takes, let's compare it to the 
real chances a young man takes to serve 
his country.

Q—What is venereal disease? 
A—A communicable disease, which is spread 


from person to person by intimate con- 
tact. "VD," as it is generally called, 
usually refers to syphilis and gonorrhea 
in this country. A number of other ven- 
ereal diseases are common elsewhere in 
the world, but occur infrequently in the 
United State*. 


Q—Why hasn't penicillin brought VD un- 


der control? 


A— It is ironic that since we have found an 


effective treatment in penicillin, the dis- 
ease continues to flourish instead of 
declining. Fifty years ago, VD was uni- 
versally feared. It was common knowl- 
edge that it required a prolonged course 
of painful treatment, and those whose 
cases were not recognized faced per- 
manent crippling and death. 


However, with the discovery of peni- 


cillin during World War II, people be- 
came less concerned because they felt 
there was a "quick cure" if they became 
infected. There was a de-emphasis of 
public education on venereal disease, 
and the attitude toward it became mat- 
ter-of-fact. As a result, VD now tops the 
list of our communicable disease prob- 
lems. 


Q-Whal is syphilis? 
A—The disease dates back to antiquity, 


Some called it "pox" or "the great pox" 
to <<i«tmgniflh it from fflaH pox. It bfls 
been called lues, an old word for pesti- 
lence. The modern name derives from a 
poem written by an Italian physician in 
the 16th Century, in which one of the 


• characters was called Syphilis. In the 


poem, he was afflicted with the 
then-prevalent venereal disease which 
now bears his name. The disease, one 
which effects the whole body, is caused 
by • corkscrewed-shaped organism 
called nspirochete. 


Q—What are the signs of infection? 
A— The first signs develop within 10 days to 


three weeks after sexual relations with 
an infected person. An ulcerating, but 
painless, sore appears on the sex organs 
or elsewhere on the body. There is usu- 
ally some swelling of'the lymph nodes in 
the groin. The primary lesion is more 
easily detected in males than in females, 
since in females it may be hidden within 
the vaginal area, on the cervix. 


Although the presence of syphilis at

.'cannot cor* . the changes hi the un-

this early stage does not always show up 
in blood tests, doctors can confirm diag- 
nosis through microscopic studies. 


Tho next stage occurs from one to 


three months later. There is a general- 
ized, non-itching eruption, often in- 
volving the palms of the hands and the 
soles of the feet. There may be other 
symptoms, such as sore throat, pain in 
the joints, and some loss of hair. If the 
disease is not treated at this stage, the 
rash and the other symptoms subside. 
This is very misleading to the patient, 
who believes — falsely — that he has 
recovered. What has actually happened 
is that the disease has'gone into a latent 
phase, during,which time severe and 
permanent damage may result. 


0—Can one have syphilis and not know 


it? 


A—Yes. The painless 'cancre may go unno- 


ticed, or may be considered nothing 
more serious,than a coldsore on the lip. 
Since, the cancre will heal by itself, 
.whether it is treated or not, the patient 
may believe he is cured when'it dis- 
appears. 


Q—What happens when a person is not 


treated? 


A—The germs of syphilis may remain hid- 


den in the body for as long as 10 or more 
years before any damage.appears. Sud-' 
denly, the patient may become crippled, 
develop heart .symptoms, blood vessel 
disease or blindness, or show mental 
symptoms. He may even die. 


Q—Can a pregnant woman; pass syphilis 


on to her unborn child?' 


A—Yea. The micro-organisms which cau.se 


the disease can pass through the inter- 
locking blood streams of the mother and 
baby. When this hap. 
be deformed or may be born dead* 


Q— Can the child be protected against the 


infection? 


A— Yes. Most states now require that a 


woman have a blood test early 


n pregnancy so that she may be treated 
if syphilis is present This protects the 
infant from congenital .syphilis, if ade- 
quate doses of penicillin are given the 
mother during the first 18 weeks of 


Q—Is there a simple test for syphilis? 
A—Yes. There are several, of which the 


Wassermann test is perhaps the best 
known. Many states require such a test 
before a marriage license is issued. The 
various tests, all of which reliably iden- 
tify a substance present in the blood of 
persons with syphilis, are collectively re- 
ferred to as STS: serological tests for 
syphilis. 


J—• Are these tests always accurate? 
A—They are not infallible. Both false posi- 


tive and false negative results occur in a 
small percentage of cases. However, the 
STS are a great aid in diagnosis and in 
case-finding by population screening, es- 
pecially when they are accompanied by 
a physical' examination. 


Q—What would contribute to a false posi- 


tive test? 


A—The false positive has been associated 


with smallpox vaccinations and various 
other immunizations, certain acute in- 
fections and on occasion, with other dis- 
orders. These associations are unusual, 
however, and the correct diagnosis, can 
be determined by careful examination, a 
detailed patient history and repeated or 
special laboratory tests. 


Q—What is gonorrhea? 
A— It is another communicable venereal dis- 


ease which is caused by a gonococcus, a 
micro-organism shaped like a coffee 
bean. The germ produces an acute in- 
flammation of the genital and urinary 
tracts. 


Q—What are the signs of this disease? 
A—Painful, burning sensation is felt whan 


the bladder is being emptied. There is a 
discharge from the sex organs. The 
symptoms commonly occur within three 
to nine days after exposure, and are less 
discernible in women than in men. As in 
syphilis, the acute symptoms of go- 
norrhea may disappear' with or without 
treatment, but permanent damage may 
be done to the reproductive organs and 
the urinary tract 


Q—Can the ednococens affect the eyes? 
A—This can happen when an infected per- 


son rubs his eyes with his fingers. By 
law, silver nitrate. drops or penicillin 
must be placed in the eyes of all new- 
bom infants to prevent gonorrhea! eye 
infection, a requirement which has vir- 
tually eliminated thia condition in .the. 
newborn. 


Q—Can^a person acquire gonorrhea by 


other than sexual contact? 


A—There is a very slight chance that this 


could happen. Once outside the body, 
the gonococcus germ dies quickly; thus 
there is little possibility of accidental 
infection by external contacts as in pub- 


Telltale Signs 
Of Infection 


Q—What should a person do if he or she 


suspects venereal infection? 


A—Prompt medical treatment is absolutely 


essential because of the contagious na- 
ture of the disease and the potential 
harm to the infected person. All medical 
records are. confidential, though it is 


' 
most important that public health au- 
thorities receive the names of contacts, 
, BO that they themselves can be treated. 


Q—Will the Wassennann test detect go- 


norrhea? 


A—No. There are separate tests for each of 


the diseases. 


Q—What is the usual treatment for VD? 
A—Current treatment emphasizes the use of 


penicillin as the'antibiotic of choice. 
Patients who are sensitive to penicillin 
may be treated with other antibiotics. 
Some (Strains of gonococci have devel- 
oped a resistance to penicillin, but cures- 
are still possible by using massive doses 
of penicillin or other antibiotics. 


the prostitute primarily responsible 


for the spread of VD? 


A—There was a time when the prostitute 


was the key figure in sexual promiscuity 
and the spread of VD — but not any 
more. Most cases of VD today are found 
in middle-class teenagers and young 
adults under 30. 


Q—What can parents do to educate their 


children on the hazards of promis- 
cuous behavior? 


A—Sex education should be a matter of 


gradual home education which begins 
very early in childhood and continues 


r, not 
all sexual behavior in youth can be con- 
trolled by-parents,'teachers, physicians, 
ministers and other, counselors. But cer- 
tainly one factor can — and that is 
ignorance. Both teen-agers and parents 
must learn how 'to recognize evidence of 
venereal infection and what to do about 
it. They should know the dangers of 
promiscuity, association.with-infected 
persons, and ot ignoring an infection. 


They should be aware of treatment 


facilities, and should, most certainly. <w 
operate with health authorities So. re- 
porting the identity of sexual contacts 
so that the spread 61 VD can be curbed.

Electric can openers are practically 


maintenance free. But Andrew offers 
these suggestions to keep electric can 
openers in good operating condition: 


Wipe the cord, magnet, and spring 


with a damp cloth at least once a week. 


Clean the teeth of the can driving spro- 


cket once a monthx 


Make sure the cutting roller is clean 


and turns freely. If it does stick, soak 
with a'hot, wet cloth to free it. 


Andrew adds that some radio and tele- 


vision interference during electric can 
opener operation is normal. It does not 
indicate that your can opener is faulty.

It's a small square cheese, golden out- 
side and pate yellow within, its rind" 
cross-hatched by the mats of straw on 
which it has ripened. Or you may use 


Reblochon, another great cheese made 
for hundreds of years in the rich pasture- 
land of the Haute Savoie mountains of 
France. Reblochon means 
"Second 


milking," so called from the early prac- 
tice of making the cheese from the day's 
second yield. It's round and soft with a 
reddish rind, and the center is pale and 
creamy. 


No matter which you use, if you take 


pleasure and pride in home baked bread 
you will be delighted with this classic 
French loaf.

Appliance Tips 


Contemporary refrigerators and freez- 


ers have thinner insulation and thinner 
walls which gives them greater storage 
capacity without taking up more floor 
space. 


Before buying any appliance, check 


electrical wiring or gas lines to make 
sure your home can accommodate the 
new purchase. 


Even a frost-free refrigerator needs a 


thorough cleaning on occasion. Clean-up 
is easy since shelves, compartments and 
trays come out so they can be popped 
into the sink. Turn off refrigerator before 
commencing the cleaning chore. 


The most portable plug-in kitchen ap- 


pliance is the electric pan which can 
saute, fry, bake and roast — then go 
right to the table for serving. Look for 
pans with temperature controls, signal 
bells or lights, and removable heat con- 
trols and cords so the whole pan can be 
immersed in hot soap or detergent suds 
for cleaning. Non-stick interiors help, 
too. 


When shopping for an electric coffee 


maker, look for plastic handles and plas- 
tic feet which stay cool to protect a 
counter or table surface, dripless spout 
and measuring indicators for water and 
coffee. 
- Among portable appliances, there are 
specialized cookers for making fondues, 
waffles, deep-fried foods and for steam 
cooking. It's a good idea to unplug any 
portable tight after use. Allow to cool 
before wiping clean or immersing in wa- 
ter.

The fish for baking may be any whole 


white-fleshed fish that is available in 
'your local Jish market, or if you prefer, 
you may pat two large fillets of haddock 
or sole or a couple of fish steaks together 
with the salmon stuffing between. Salm- 
on makes the ideal stuffing for delicate 
fish 'for it is equally delicate in flavor, 
and contributes much in the way of color 
and nutrition without adding a great deal 
to the cost per serving. No wonder it is 
considered the King of Fish and is a 
great delicacy in its own right, whether 
served right as it comes from the can or 
whether it is combined with other in- 
gredients as in this recipe for Baked 
Salmon Stuffed Fish Elegante, a dish 
that is not difficult to make, but is one of 
the great gourmet recipes of the world. 


BAKED SALMON STUFFED 


FISH ELEGANTE 


4 to S pound baking fish 
Vt cup soft butter 
2 egg yolks 
6 slices bread, trimmed and crumbed 
% cup salmon liquid or milk 
1-pound can salmon, drained and flaked 
1 teaspoon salt 
i/i teaspoon white pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped chives 


or parsley 


1 small onion, chopped 
1 small carrot, chopped 


Pinch of thyme 
/ 


1 cup fish or chicken stock 
% cup dry white wine or 


dry vermouth 


Garnish 


12 mushroom caps 
1 tablespoon butter 


Parsley 
Lemon wedges 


Sauce 


1 cup cream 
3 tablespoons flour 
3 tablespoons soft butter 
Squeeze of lemon juice 
Wash fish well inside and out and 


scrape out any blood clots along back- 
bone; make sure no scales are left on the 
skin. With a sharp knife make deep slits 
along both sides of the backbone of the 
fish. Sever bone at neck and tail ends 
and pull out the backbone, leaving a 
pocket down the back of the fish as well 
as down the belly. 


To prepare stuffing: Combine the Vt 


cup soft butter with egg yolks, bread 
crumbs, salmon liquid or mdk, the salm- 
on, salt, pepper and chives or parsley. 
Stuff the fish down both back and front 
pouches with the salmon stuffing. Butter 
a baking dish large enough to hold the 
fish and sprinkle the bottom with the on- 
ionf carrot and thyme. Place the fish on 
this bed of vegetables and add the fish or 
chicken stock and the wine. Cover baking 
dish with a piece of buttered brown pa- 
per and keep cold until ready to bake. 


To bake: Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 


Bake the fish for 45 minutes or until flesh 
along the back flakes easily. 


Meanwhile saute the mushroom caps 


hi the butter until golden on both sides 
and keep warm. 


To make the sauce: Transfer fish from 


baking dish to warm serving platter and 
keep warm. Strain cooking liquid in bak- 
ing dish into a saucepan and add the 
cream Correct the seasoning with salt 
and pepper and bring liquid to boil. Com- 
bine the soft butter and flour to a smooth 
paste and stir into the hot liquid bit by 
bit, stirring constantly, until sauce is 
thickened to the right consistency. Do not 
add all the flour paste unless necessary, 
for the sauce should not be too thick. Stir 
in a squeeze of lemon juice and pour into 
sauceboat. 


Garnish the fish with the sauteed 


mushrooms, parsley clusters and lemon 
wedges and serve the sauce separately. 
Serves 6. 


The salmon stuffing in the recipe 


above is as versatile as salmon itself. It 
may be-used in many imaginative ways. 
For instance, use it to stuff trout or 
smelts before pan frying them; spread ft 
on fillets of sole, roll up the fillets like 
little fat jelly rolls and poach them in a 
mixture of wine and stock, or use it as a 
colorful topping on oysters or clams be- 
fore baking.

limited possibilities for that cherished 
menu variety. They also offer opportuni- 
ty to add a bit of glamour to some of the 
more economical meat cuts.

Average Food Costs Down 


- The retail cost of a typical 


market basket of food dropped 0.4 per 
cent last month, ending a four-month 
surge that boosted prices 4,3 per cent 
from last October through February, the 
Agriculture Department said last week. 


Even with the decline, the market bas- 


ket cost was still second highest on 
record — S.4 per cent above March of 
1971. Average beef prices for March 
were unchanged at the record February 
level, but pork went down. * 


The February-to-March decline in av- 


erage retail food costs came largely be- 
cause of a 2.5 per cent drop in farm 
prices which was partly offset by an in- 
crease in the farm-to-retail price spread, 
the department said in its monthly report 
on "Price Spreads for Farm Foods." 


Spokesmen said the report differed 


from the recent Labor Department Cost 
of Living Index figures for March which 
showed grocery prices up slightly over 
February. Specialists said this was be-, 
cause the Cost of Living Index survey 
was made in early March. It did not 
catch downturns in beef and pork prices 
which came later in the month and 
were recorded in the Agriculture Depart- 
ment survey. 


The Agriculture Department report 


.said farmers in March got "substantially 
lower" returns for meat animals and 
fresh vegetables and more 'than offset- 
ting higher returns for, eggs and other 
products. As a result, the farmer's share 
of the consumer dollar spent on "market 
basket" foods dropped frmm 39.7 cents 
in February to 38.9 cents in March. .

Pudding Dessert For Any Season 


Broiler-fryers are featured on the U.S. 


Department of Agriculture's (USDA) 
Plentiful Foods List this month. 


Other plentiful* on the May list an- 


nounced by USDA's Consumer and Mar- 
keting Service are milk and nonfat dry 
milk, fresh products and potato* products 
(frozen trench fries and instant mashed), 
canned peaches and canned fruit cocktail 
and eggs. 


According to USDA reports, broiler- 


fryer production is expected to be seven 
per cent above last year's level, and 
prospects are good for a plentiful supply 
of broiler-fryers at attractive retail 
prices. 
* * * 


THE FOOD AND DRUG Adminis- 


tration (FDA) has recently placed some 
restrictions on the use of saccharin. 
Even though saccharin has been widely 
used for more than 80 years without evi- 
dence of harming humans, the FDA or- 
dered it removed from the list of food 
additives generally recognized as safe — 
the GRAS list. 


In addition, use of saccharin was re- 


stricted to present levels until June 30, 
1973, unless revised sooner because of re- 
search findings. The order requires la- 
beling beverages, foods and mixes to 
show the presence of saccharin, 


FDA is also recommending that adult 


consumption be limited to no more than 
one gram of saccharin per day. 


One tablet of saccharin equals one tea- 


spoon of sugar, and one gram of saccha- 
rin equals l to l'/4 cups of sugar or 60 
small saccharin tablets, 


Measured in terms of standard diet 


drinks, the one gram dosage is the 
amount that seven 12-ounce bottles of 
diet drink contain. 


Preliminary test results reported by 


the Wisconsin Alumni Research Founda- 
tion spurred the FDA action. The re- 


search indicated the development of 
bladder tumors in test animals when 
aaccartn was fed at high levels. 


SPECIFICALLY, a comparable dosage 


for a human adult would equal 17S grams 
per day for lifetime — roughly the 
equivalent of 875 bottles of a typical diet 
soft drink per day. 


The "Delany Clause" of 1968 disallows 


the use of any substance as a food addi- 
tive if it shown to induce-eancer when 
fed to animals. Studies to date have not 
shown that saccharin induces cancer. 


Many physicians consider saccarin 


useful in the management of diabetes be- 
cause it permits sweetening foods with- 
out adding carbohydrate. Saccharin has 
no specific therapeutic effect on diabetes 
or any other disease, but it relieves the 
m o n o t o n y of carbohydrate-restricted 
diets, encouraging patients to adhere to 
then-diets. 


Considering the present information, 


saccharin users will not have to elimi- 
nate it from their diets, providing they 
do not use 60 tablets a day or consume 
close to 900 bottles of Tab everyday.

Food Poisoning: A Growing Concern 


Preventive Measures Are Easy

UPI — Many women and even.some 


men spend days or weeks learning to 
cook, then spoil it all when they neglect 
to learn safe food handling practices and 
storage. 


They will accept an old wives' tale 


about moldy foods being harmful but 
scoff if you suggest their wooden chop- 
ping board or salad bowl needs a good 
scrubbing. 


People like this are candidates for the 


food poisoning statistics kept by the Na- 
tional Center for Disease Control NCDC, 
Atlanta. 


Dr. Matthew Loeweostein, chief of the 


federal agency's enteric disease section, 
nays om simple precaution overlooked 
by most home cooks is the need for 
cleaning a chopping board after it has 
been used for raw meat or poultry prod- 
ucts. 
• 


In a telephone interview, Loewenstein 


said cooks frequently contaminate food 
when they return cooked meat or poultry 
to the same board or surface that held 
the raw product. He added that, ideally, 


separate boards should be used for raw 
and cooked foods, but a single one is safe 
if you clean it well with soap or deter- 
gent and hot water after .each use. 


Other experts who concur include the 


National Safety Council, Chicago; Bob 
Rust, an extension meats specialist at 
Iowa State University, and Bryan Kill- 
ikelly, chief of the USDA Consumer and 
Marketing Services New.York office. 


Rust said home kitchen don't live up 


to the standards set by the Federal Meat 
Inspection Act of 1906 and the Whole-; 
some Meat Act of 1967.

Among other things, the standards for- 


bid placing nonedible predicts such as 
cookbooks, towels, grocery sacks or pur- ' 
ses on surfaces where meat is prepared. 


The law also requires, Oat ropp tem- 


perature in areas where fnih meat is" 
being handled rise no higher than a chil- 
ly SO degrees Fahrenheit. If it does, the 
room involved must be shut down com- 
pletely every four hours for a .thorough 
cleaning.

KILLIKELLY SAID food spoilage often 


starts from an ostensibly minor thing,, 
such as a stop at the hairdresser or self- 
service laundry en route home with gro- 


ceries. Contamination can spread quickly 
in 'perishables left in the trunk or tin 
back seat of a car. Frozen as well as 
fresh food is vulnerable.

Preventive measures are simple, easy 


and inexpensive; They,'include the follow- 
ing suggestions from the USDA, the U. S. 
Department of Health,, Education and 
Welfare HEW and the National Safety 
Council;^

Don't buy torn, damaged or dirty prod- 


ucts. Cans with bulging ends are espe- 
cially dangerous because that condition 
indicates food spoilage which can include 
botulism, the rarest but deadliest type of 
food poisoning.

If you must make' other stops after 


grocery shopping, carry an insulated pic-'. 
nic comer in your'car Just large enough 
to hold the perishables, Styrofoam car- 
riers are among the moat efficient and 
the cheapest., Large'ait; spaces around 
food in them can be filled with .crumpled 
piper to increase insulation efficiency. . . 


At home, store fresh meat and poultry 


at refrigerator temperature no more 
aim a few days. 'Freeze it if extended 
storage is necessary. Wrap raw meat 
and poultry loosely ,for refrigerator stor- 


age but tightly in moisture-resistant ma- 
terial — such as aluminum foil or freezer 
paper — for freezing. 


STORE CANNED products in a. cool, 


dry place. Too warm an area can cause 
spoilage, 'even in .unopened cans'. When 
this happens, the can's ends will bulge. 
Food in them should be thrown away 
without tasting.

Cooked food can be refrigerated safely 


as soon as steam stops rising. If you 
want'to speed1 cooling, set the container 


• of hot food in sink of cold tap water and 


stir the food to cool it evenly. Then cover" 
and refrigerate it. 


Refrigerate promptly any .. unopened 


contain* r s marked "perishable" or 
"keep under refrigeration." 
. Defrost, food in the refrigerator or un- 
, dw running cold water, not on a counter 
at room temperature. Most harmful bac- 
teria multiply rapidly at temperatures 
between 40 and 140 degrees Fahrenheit. 
, Coot defrosted food .promptly. 


Always wash fresh-chilled poultry be- 


fore cooking it.. Cook it within a day or 
two after purchase, and all at one time. 
Never partly cook it and store for addi- 
tional cooking later.

this recipe Chicken Corn Soup, but it's 
more than that. It's a meal and one 
which can be prepared in advance, car- 
ried in a covered kettle and warmed 
over an open fire at a springtime picnic.

spoon salt and 1 tablespoon cold water. 
Roll out very thm on floured board and 
cut thin noodles with a sharp knife. 


Drop noodles in the kettle and toil for 5 


minutes. Now add 1 can whole kernel 
corn (or cut fresh corn from 6 ears), 
drained, and boil 3 more minutes. Stir in 
2 raw eggs and 1 teaspoon chopped pars- 
ley. Correct seasonings with salt and 
pepper. Ample for 6. 


You can shortcut the recipe by using a 


good quality commercially prepared 


noodles. The dish is great served with 
buttered slices of homestyle bread and 
crisp relishes. 


A VARIATION is to substitute butter 


balls for the noodles, but this must be 
served immediately. Eliminate steps in- 
volving noodles and instead mix 2 table- 
spoons soft butter with 1 scant cup sifted 
flour, % teaspoon salt, and milk to make 
a soft dough. Flour hands and shape 
balls about the size of walnuts. 
Chill. 


Complete chicken corn soup as di- 


rected, then add butter balls and cook 
covered for 5 minutes. 


With strawberry season coming on, try 


this for an elegant dessert. Stem and 
slice 1 pint strawberries and sprinkle 
with powdered sugar. Allow to stand at 
room temperature for 30 minutes, then 
refrigerate until ready to use.

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Medical Science Acknowledges Vitamin E

'Food Faddists' May Have A Point 


by DELOS SMITH 


UPI - It may be turning out that the 


myriads of eat-for-health nalots are 
right in at least one of their many claims 
for vitamin E ai a preventer and curer 
of diseases. 


By way of « back door, so to speak, 


medical science has acknowledged the 
possibility and encouraged the follow- 
through which could prove large 
daily 


doves of the vitamin do away with noc- 
turnal leg cramps. Heretofore it bad con- 
sidered £ more or less medicinally use- 
less. 


This small concession that vitamin E 


may be good for something is not going 
to satisfy those who consider It a pan- 
acea, but it is a beginning. Medical sci- 
ence's part of the quarrel has been main- 
ly passive, limited to putting the ardent 
vitamin 
E 
boosters 
down 
con- 


dtcendingly as "food faddists." The 
boosters on their side aggressively ac- 
cuse medical science of blindness and ve- 
nality. 


'They contend medical science sup- 


presses all evidence of the health-pre- 
serving power of E and of "health foods" 
in general to protect the profits of a food 
industry which they say processes nutri- 
tional substances out of natural food 
while processing harmful ones into it. 


Their faith holds that a proper daily 


intake of E win prevent heart attacks, 
strokes, diabetes, male sterility, men- 
opausal disorders, mental retardation, 
neanightedness, and most ills of nervous 
and muscular systems. They believe it 
can even reverse these diseases once 
they've started if they haven't gone too 
far. 


To medical science an that Is non- 


sense. E is an essential vitamin, true, it 
•ays; for that reason it has established a 
"minimum daily requirement." This Is a 
very tiny amount, amply supplied by the 
usual American diet because E is con- 
tained in many foods, science argues. 


Despite an scientific nay-saying, the 


demand for E in the form of purified 
pUs continues to boom prodigiously in 
the United States. For a time it was cen- 
tered largely in California where the E 
boosters are most numerous and most 
vocal, but now it is a best seller in 


"health food" stores across the nation. 
Wholesalers report they are barely able 
to keep up with the demand. 


ONE BACK DOOR of medical science 


Is the letters-to-the-editor column of med- 
ical journals. One of the more presti- 
gious, the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, recently permitted its 
column to be used by three California 
physicians to endorse massive daily 
doses of vitamin E as medication for 
nocturnal tog cramps. 


Under ordinary circumstances such re- 


sults as Drs. Robert F. Cathcart-HI of 
San Matoo, Samuel Ayres Jr., and Rich- 
ard Mihan of Los Angeles, reported 
would have merited a featured article. 
Nocturnal tog cramps are not uncommon 
and there is no surefire remedy. 


But the far-out claims and charges of 


its propagandists have associated E with 
quackery in conservative medical minds. 
Cathcart, in fact, reminded such con- 
'servatives that "the tremendous public 
self experimentation" with the vitamin 
was worthy of scientific attention. Such 
attention might turn up facts, he said, as 
for instance with regard to leg cramps. 


The three doctors have now prescribed 


massive daily doses of E for almost 200 
patients so afflicted and these doses, 
proved to be, In Cathcart's words, "al- 
most universally effective." 


The AMA-sanctioned, through back- 


door endorsements, are bound to embol- 
den physicians everywhere to Mow the 
example. At least it can do no barm 


since the body is believed to eliminate aU 
vitamins which are supplied in excess of 
need. A scientific question remains. Did 
the three doctors get their results 
through the power of suggestion or did 
the massive vitamin E doses do the 
work?- 


SHOULD VERT large numbers of phy- 


sicians put an end to nocturnal leg- 
cramps in very large numbers of 
patients with massive E doses, little 
doubt-would remain that E was respon- 
sible. Then medical science would face 
the task of explaining the how of it. 


Medical science today doesn't claim to 


know an there is to know about E. In- 
deed, it is the most obscure of the recog- 
nized vitamins. It was discovered in 1023 
and laboratory experiments to find out 
what it was and what it did in body 
chemistry followed at once. 
\ 


When vitamin E was entirely removed 


from the diet of rats, there were harmful 
rebounds on hearts, arteries, and end- 
ocrine, muscular, nervous and reproduc- 
tive systems that resembled many hu- 
man diseases. These could be halted and 
reversed in rats merely by restoring E to 
the diet 


That seemed to give promise of mir- 


acles for people and during the 1930's 
scores of scientists in many countries 
were following these tat clues. Their first 
disappointment was their failure to docu- 
ment a single instance of vitamin E defi- 
ciency in humans. Evidently even the 
poorest diets supplied the human need. 


RESEARCHERS THEN tried vitamin 


E supplements hi people with established 
diseases resembling those fluit E de- 
privation produced in the laboratory ani- 
mals. The supplements did nothing, 
which led to a conclusion which ha* been 
often reached in the biological sciences 
—• rat and man are different. 


m body chemistry E was found to be a 


powerful antifflddant In the rat it was 
indispensable but in the human, accord- 
ing to the laboratory findings, other sub- 
stances of the body's own making served 
the same purpose. 


Scientific studies of E continue, though 


on a much smaller scale. It now 1s ac- 
cepted as therapy for two rare*uman 
disorders, a type of anemia that now and 
then appears in premature infants and 
for malabsorption of dietary fats through 
the intestinal watt. 


Vitamine E — or tocopherol, to give it 


its chemical name — is widespread in 
nature. Wheat germ Is especially rich in 
it and medical scientists suggest this is 
what has made E so attractive to its 
boosters.

Braised Celery

celery is the whole plant with only the 
roots missing and a" "rib" is one single 
piece. Brasied celery is good with any 
meat or fish dish.

Stir into broth in skit 
tot. Cook until thickened and clear, stir- 
ring. Spoon over celery wedges and 
serve.

What's cooking at Citizens? 


Homemakers That Charge 


How often and how wisely do home- 


makers use credit? How much do they 
know about the different types of credit? 
How do they prefer to pay for their pur- 
chases? 


To find the answers to these questions, 


Carole L. Hollenbeck, a University of Illi- 
nois graduate student in home econom- 
ics, and Marilyn M. Dunsing, professor 
of family economics, conducted a pilot 
study of SO homemakers living in 
Champaign. 


Replies to questions concerning credit 


use indicated that more than half of the 
families (M per cent) used 30-day charge 
accounts — primarily with department 
stores and gasoline companies. For those 
using charge accounts, the average num- 
ber of accounts was 3.7, and the average 
amount spent per month was S23. 
Slightly tess than half of the families (48 
per cent) used revolving charge ac- 
counts. Usually held with department 
stores, revolving charge accounts per 
user averaged 1.5 in number and $18 in 
amount spent each month. 


During the year and a half preceding 


the study, 46 per cent of the families had 
used the installment plan. The size of the 
installment payments the month before 
the interview averaged 146. 


To gain insight into consumer's credit 


knowledge, the researchers asked the 
homemakers to respond "true," "false" 
or "undecided" to a series of statements 
about 80-day accounts, revolving ac- 


counts and installment buying. Their re- 
sponses showed that the women knew 
considerably more about 30-day accounts 
than about the other two types of credit 


For example, at least 90 per cent of the 


homemakers knew that a store has a le- 
gal right to refuse any applicant for a 30- 
day account 


However, only 16 per cent recognized 


that the service charge for revolving 
charge accounts is generally Itt per cent 
per month on the unpaid balance. 


To determine the homemakers' atti- 


tudes toward payment methods, Mrs. 
Hollenbeck and Professor Dunsing asked 
the women to choose one or more of four 
methods of payment — cash, 30-day 
charge account, revolving charge ac- 
count or installment plan — that they 
considered most appropriate for eight 
different types of merchandise. 


AU but one of the women considered 


that the only desirable method for buying 
food was cash payment For liquor, 74 
per cent thought cash the preferred 
method. The other 26 per cent believed 
that liquor should not be purchased. 


In addition, findings showed that a ma- 


jority of the women considered cash pay- 
ment best for buying gasoline, indicated 
by 82 per cent; recreational equipment, 
82 per cent; and clothing, 70 per cent 
They believed the installment plan the 
most desirable method of buying automo- 
biles, indicated by 98 per cent; home ap- 
pliances, 68 per cent, and home furnish- 
ings, 64 per cent.

As expected, the; Elk Grove Village 


Board of Trustees-Tuesday night'formal- • 
ly approved a $2,744,979 budget for the. 
1972-73 fiscal year. • 


With little discussion, the board unani- 


mously approved the budget as proposed 
by Village Mjgr. Charles Willis and Fi- 
nance Dir. George Coney. 


The approved budget, up only slightly 


from last year's. $2,627,640 budget, calls 
for no tax increases or new taxes. Called 
a "very, very "austere" budget by Village 
Pres. Charles Zettek, it adds only one, 
new full-time employe,' a /police' cadet, 


and no new supervisory personnel to the 
village payroll. 


As approved, the budget sets spending 


limits for all village departments, leav- 
ing only salaries of department heads to 
be determined. Coney, said $10,000 has 
been included in the budget for the de- 
partment heads' salary hikes, which will 
be decided upon by the village board. 


THE APPROVED budget calls for ex- 


penditures totaling nearly $1 million less 
than1 those requested by village depart- 
ment heads. Willis and Coney cut the 
requests back to equal expected'revenue 


for_the year, after the board decided to 
keep spending within current revenues. 


Coney has estimated revenue for the 


fiscal year, which began Monday, to be 
$2,547,200. Added to that revenue is an 
estimated $178,058 in cash left over from 
the, previous year, bringing total funds, 
available to $2,725,258, just $19,721 short 
of estimated'expenditures. • 
; Among departmental requests hit hard- 
est by the budget cuts .were those of the 
police; fire • and -street -departments. 
Requests from, the three were cut about 
$875,000, out of a total of $942,989 
trimmed from all departments' requests.

Flags at many local high schools were 


not flying at half-staff yesterday in honor 
ef FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover be- 
cause of school district policies designed 
several years ago to thwart student ac- 
tivists. 


Schools in High School Dist. 214 were 


ordered to fly their flags at full-staff be- 
cause the district's administration could 
not confirm a presidential or governor's 
order to lower them. 


In High School Dist. 211, three schools 


flew their flags at half-staff all day, and 
one flew its at half-staff for part of the 
day. Supt. Richard Kolze also said he 
could not confirm a government order to • 
lower the flags. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert of Dist 214 said 


he and other administrators checked 
both Tuesday and yesterday with county 
and state education offices for direction 


"We have a policy that we lower the 


flags only if we get a presidential or gov- 
ernor's order to do so." he said 


GILBERT ADDED the district devel- 


oped the policy in the wake of student 
requests to lower the flags during protest 
demonstrations. Since Hoover's death, he 
said, principals have asked him if they 
should lower the flag. 


The flag was lowered Tuesday at Roll- 


ing Meadows High School at the request 
of the Rolling Meadows Police Depart- 
ment, said Gilbert. He later ordered the 
flag raised. Boiling Meadows police said 
they also called the school yesterday to 
ask that the flag be lowered but were 
told it could not be. 


In Dist 211. three of the four high 


schools flew their flags at half staff all 
day. but the flag at Conant High was 
raised after being lowered in the morn- 
Ing. Officials at Conant said the flag was 
raised "while we waited for clarification 
from our district office." 


But Kolze said yesterday afternoon he 


had sent no directives to the district 
schools and he was unable to get direc- 
tion from the Cook County Superintend- 
ent's office. 


Kolze said the Dist. 211 board has, no 


formal policy on when flags should be 
lowered, but added, "We've just always 
had the policy of waiting for some sort of 
official word so we know what to do.'' 


IN MAY, 1D70, students at Arlington 


High School in Arlington Heights voted to 
lower the flag to half-staff in honor of 
four students killed by National Guards- 
men at Kent State. At that time some 
faculty members and a member of the 
local American Legion post raised the 
flag after it was lowered. 


At the same time, a group of students 


at John Hersey High School in Arlington 
Heights tried to lower their flag for the 
Kent students. However, the adminis- 
tration blocked their efforts.

sentatives of the employes in a com- 
mittee to study the advisability of village 
adoption of civil service. 


The representatives would also be in-

commensurate with job, quarterly em- 
ploye job performance interviews, and 


clean public works department uniforms 
provided daily. 


The settlement came when the board 


voted unanimously at the public meeting 
to accept the employes' request for the 5 
per cent hike and other benefits listed. 


At the beginning of the meeting village 


employes told the board the 3 per cent 
wage increase offer and the benefits the 
board had proposed were inadequate.

The-first counter-proposal made by the 


employes called- for a 5% per cent pay 
hike; the addition of the longevity pay 
benefits and many of the other items. 


After hearing the employe; proposal .the 


board met behind' closed doors for a 
short while, then returned with an offer 
of a Wt per cent pay hike and all of the 
other benefits granted in the final pack- 
age. 


The employes' committee and the 25 


other employes in the audience met pri- 
vately to discuss the board's offer -and 
returned i with a counter-proposal of 5 per 
cent and the same additional benefits the 
board had offered. 


The board took a public vote and 


agreed to go along with the employes. 


VILLAGE PRESIDENT Ted C. Scan- 


lon attended the meeting Tuesday. It was 
the only one of three negotiation sessions 
Scanlon attended with the, trustees. 


He began the meeting saying he 


thought, both the employes and village 
trustees had given "strong study" to 
their requests and called for "an orderly 
meeting conducted with composure."

The schools have failed to prepare the 


minds of young'white children to live in 
brotherhood in a multi-racial society, ac- 
cording to Tom Deet, a Hanover Park 
resident and a member of the Open Door 
Society (ODS). 


He urged a campaign for more ex- 


posure of multi-racial ideas in school sys- 
tems. 


Deet spoke at a meeting of Community 


Life Program, a' Schnumburg Township 
volunteer organization formed this year 
to provide emergency assistance for fami- 
lies needing aid In areas ranging from 
medical help to budget management 
counseling. 


But Deet's remarks generally were ad- 


dressed at the "Northwest suburbs' rac- 
ist society." The criticisms he expressed 
of the suburbs as a region he applied to' 
the local area as well. And the actions he 
urged on local residents were part of a 
general campaign he said would be 
mounted to deal with school systems and 
other institutions. 


"We're going to be moving into the 


area of educational systems," Deet said. 
ODS has met with high level state educa- 
tion office personnel, and "we'll be set- 
ting up meetings with curriculum direc- 
tors everywhere. 


"WE BELIEVE essentially that school 


systems have failed in the responsibility 
of preparing minds of young white chil- 
dren to exist in brotherhood and dignity 
in a multi-racial society," Deet said. 
"We will move in an institutional way 
into school systems at the state and local 
level. 


"I came here hoping for some action," 


Deet listed steps he wished individuals 
take, beginning with calling and writing 
letters to school board members in Dist. 
54 supporting introduction of material 
dealing with such areas as the history 
and academic contributions of minority 
persons. 


"Voice your concerns to school board 


members. Write letters to them. Start 
right here in your own school system 
helping your teachers to help your chil- 
dren grow up with freer attitudes toward 
other races," said Deet. He also sug- 
gested the residents talk with Catholic 
school officials. 


DEET SAID he came to report what 


was happening and enlist local aid, and 
referred to a recent cross burning in- 
cident after a white family with an 
11-month-old adopted daughter bought a 
home in Hanover Park. 


"1 could offer analysis, criticism — tell 


you you're a bunch of racists and the 
Northwest suburbs are a racist society. I 
would like to come back and tell how 
ODS views the Northwest suburbs.- Be- 


cause of the nature, the very constitution 
of the Northwest suburbs, we are a 
society very isolated, from minority 
races. Our white suburbs must begin 
right now to educate ourselves as to how 
we'll act when we are integrated," Deet 
said. 


A number of township residents took 


issue with Deet's words, among them 
Township Supervisor Vernon Lauben- 
stein. 


Laubenstein asked if the Hanover Park 


incident was "a scene to create an in- 
cident," suggesting representatives 
of 


the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference entered the situation "so quick- 
ly." 


LAUBENSTEIN! CITED incidents of 


friendship between township blacks and 
whites. 


"This is what's really happening, sir. 


I'm not apologizing and I don't think we 
ought to develop a guilt complex for 
things that don't exist. There are bigots, 
but let's not create an artificial climate 
of concern or racism," Laubenstein said. 


Deet responded that black Schaum- 


burg youngsters have been chased Kome 
from school by other children calling 
them derogatory names and said a black 
Hoffman Estates family had a bomb 
thrown on its front lawn. However, he 
said, "there are an awful lot of people 
here with goodwill."

To Go On Despite 
$1,800 Budget Cut 


A full summer of outdoor concerts is 


still scheduled -by the Palatine Village 
Band despite the recent cut of $1,800, or 
almost two-thirds of its operating budget, 
by the Palatine Village Board. 


However, by fall and the beginning of 


the winter band schedule the village band 
will probably be forced to seek other 
sources of revenue if it hopes to maintain 
a full musical program. 


John Glover, president of the band 


board of directors, said this week the 
band's popular summer schedule of Fri- 
day night concerts from June 33 to Aug. 
18 "is assured," although by the begin- 
ning of fall the band will have to "find 
some other financing" to carry out the 
rest of the concert season. 


A probable source of revenue would be 


through ticket sale* for concerts, Glover 
Mid. 


"WE'VE NEVER sold tickets before to 


any of our concerts beause we always 
considered ourselves as a public service 
group," he said. 


If tickets are sold for concerts it would 


only be done for those indoor concerts 
held during the winter. 


"It would be exceedingly difficult to 


sell ticket* for our outdoor programs," 
he said. 


The final winter concert for the 1971-

If no additional revenue is found fol-

During recent working sessions of the

village budget, the board eliminated the 
$1,800 appropriation for the village band 
in an effort to make expenditure cut- 
backs to lessen a projected deficit in the 
budget. 


The village band's cut was one of 


many such 'cuts made by the board in 
preparing the final form of the budget. 


The board did, however, keep its appro- 


priation of $2,700 for payments on the vil- 
lage bandshell used for the outdoor con- 
certs at the Palatine Hills Golf Course 
recreation area near the course lake. 


.WHAT FINANCING the band will re- 


ceive for the coming year's programs 
will come from the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict. In the past the band was financed 
by both bodies, with generally $2 given 
by the Village of Palatine for every $1 
given by the park district. 


The band's budget for the 1972-1973 


year is slightly higher than last year be- 
cause of the choice of Gordon Bird as the 
new conductor for, the summer concert 
season. Bird, an instructor at Northern 
Illinois University, has a home in DeKalb 
and would be reimbursed for his mileage 
to Palatine.

The schools have failed to prepare the 


minds of young white children to live in 
brotherhood in a multi-racial society, ac- 
cording to Tom Deet, a Hanover Park 
resident and a member of the Open Door 
Society (ODS). 


He urged a campaign for more ex- 


posure of multi-racial ideas in school sys- 
tems. 


Deet spoke at a meeting of Community 


Life Program, a Schaumburg Township 
volunteer organization formed this year 
to provide emergency assistance for fami- 
lies needing aid in areas ranging from 
medical help to budget management 
counseling. 


But Beet's remarks generally were ad- 


dressed at, the "Northwest suburbs' rac- 
ist society." The criticisms he expressed 
of the suburbs as a region he applied to 
the local area as well. And the actions he 
urged on local residents were part of a 
general campaign he said would be 
mounted to deal with school systems and 
other institutions. 


"We're going to be moving into the 


area of educational systems," Deet said. 
ODS has met with high level state educa- 
tion office personnel, and "we'll be set- 
ting up meetings with curriculum direc- 
tors everywhere. 


"WE BELIEVE essentially that school 


systems have failed in the responsibility 
of preparing minds of young white chil- 
dren to exist in brotherhood and dignity 
in a multi-racial society," Deet said. 
"We will move in an institutional way 
into school systems at the state and local 
level. 


"1 came here hoping for some action," 


Deet listed steps he wished individuals 
take, beginning with calling and writing 
letters to school board members in Dist. 
54 supporting introduction of material 
dealing with such areas as the history 
and academic contributions of minority 
persons. 


"Voice your concerns to school board 


members. Write letters to them. Start 
right here in your own school system 
helping your teachers to help your chil- 
dren grow up with freer attitudes toward 
other races," said Deet. He also sug- 
gested the residents talk with Catholic 
school officials. 


DEET SAID he came to report what 


was happening and enlist local aid, and 
referred to a recent cross burning in- 
cident after a white family with an 
ll'tnonth-old adopted daughter bought a 
home in Hanover Park. 


"1 could offer analysis, criticism — tell 


you you're a bunch, of racists and the 
Northwest suburbs are a racist society. I. 
would like to come back and tell how 
ODS views the Northwest suburbs. Be- 


cause of the nature, the very constitution 
of the Northwest suburbs; we are a 
society very isolated ;from minority 
races. Our - while suburbs 'must begin 
right now to educate ourselves as to how 
we'll act When we are integrated," Deet 
said. 


A number 'of township residents took 


issue with Beet's words, among them 
Township Supervisor Vernon Lauben- 
stein.

Schools in High School Dist. 214 were 


ordered to fly, their flags at full-staff be- 
cause the district's administration could 
not confirm a presidential or governor's 
order to lower then. 


In High School Dist. 211, three schools 


flew their flap at half-staff all day, and

one flew its at half-staff for part of the 
day. Supt. Richard Kobe also said he 
could not confirm a.government order to 
lower the flags. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert of Dist. 214 said 


he and other administrators checked 
both Tuesday and yesterday with county 
and state education offices for direction. 


"We have a policy that we lower the 


flags only if we get a presidential or. gov- 
ernor's order to do so," he said. 


GILBERT ADDED the district devel- 


oped the policy in the wake of student 
requests to lower the flags during protest 


demonstrations. Since Hoover's death, he 
said, principals have asked him if they 
should lower the flag.

The flag was lowered Tuesday at Roll- 


ing Meadows High School at the request 
of the Rolling Meadows Police Depart- 
ment, said Gilbert. He later ordered the 
flag.raised. Rolling Meadows police'said 
they also called the school yesterday to 
ask that the flag be Jowered but were 
told it could not be. 


In Dist. 211, three of the four high 


flew their flags at half staff all 


day, but the flag at Conant High was 
raised after being lowered in the morn- 
ing. Officials at Conant said the flag was 
raised "while We waited for clarification 
from our district office." 


But Kobe said yesterday afternoon he 


had sent no directives to the district 
schools and he .was unable to get direc- 
tion from the Cook County Superintend- 
ent's office. 


Kolze said the Dist. 211 board has no 


formal policy on when' flags should' be 
lowered, ,but added, "We've just always 


had the policy of waiting for some sort of 
official word so we know what to do." 


IN MAY, 1970, students at Arlington 


High School in Arlington Heights voted to 
lower the flag to half-staff in honor of 
four students killed by National Guards- 
men at Kent 'State. At that time some 
faculty members and a member of the 
local Ahierican Legion post raised the 
flag after it was lowered. 


At the same time, a group of students 


at John Hersey High School in Arlington 
Heights tried to lower their flag for the 


Kent students. However, the adminis- 
tration blocked their efforts. 


When Dist. 214 developed its policy of 


waiting for official notice before lowering 
the flag, Gilbert said, it also decided that 
the board of education could order the 
flags lowered on its own initiative at a 
formal board meeting. 


"The superintendent of schools is not 


authorized to lower the flag," he said.. 


"The flag is a very tender thing," he 


added. "We developed this policy be- 
cause otherwise we could be lowering it 
for all sorts of reasons."

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New Industrial 
Park Suit Filed 
In Circuit Court 


A new petition has been filed in Circuit 


Court in the suit between the Salt Creek 
Rural Park District and the Rolling 
Meadows Park District over an industri- 
al park. 


Michael Stronberg, attorney for the 


Salt Creek Rural Park District, filed a 
petition for quo warranto last week. 


Quo warranto shifts the burden of 


proof to the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict, defendant in the case, according to 
Stronberg. He explained that under quo 
warranto the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict must explain what right it kas to 
exercise Jurisdiction over the industrial 
park. 


The industrial park in question it a 6.5- 


acre parcel located on Rohlwing Road, 
northwest of the Arlington Park Race 
Track. The industrial park is assessed at 
|«,9 million. 


SALT CREEK Rural Park District offi- 


cials claim the industrial park was with- 
in its boundaries in 1058 and that the re- 
quirements for annexation to the Rolling 
Meadows Park District were not ful- 
filled. Salt Creek officials are seeking to 
have the property returned to their Juris- 
diction and approximately $78,000 repa- 
rations paid for tax revenue lost by the 
Salt Creek Rural Park District during 
the 13 years. 


In filing the petition for quo warranto, 


the Salt Creek Rural Park District 
dropped • previous petition for man- 
damus. The petition for mandamus was 
filed in January and explained why Salt 
Creek Rural Park District felt the prop- 
erty should be under its jurisdiction and 
asked the annexation to be ruled invalid. 


Attorneys for the Rolling Meadows 


Park District filed a motion to strike the 
petition for mandamus because they ar- 
gued quo warranto was the proper reme- 
dy for questioning the annexation.

PRIOR TO FILING the petition for quo 


warranto, Salt Creek officials had to ask 
the state's attorney and attorney general 
to bring the action for the State of Illi- 
nois.

The quo warranto statute then permits a 
private citizen to take court action. 


Stronberg anticipates that attorneys 


for the Rolling Meadows Park District 
will challenge the right'of the Salt Creek 
Rural Park District to file the suit be- 
cause they are a public body and not a ' 
prtVate citizen. " 


Stronberg feels the park district does 


qualify as a private citizen under the 
wording of the statute. 


He expects a long court battle which 


will probably come down to a question of 
whether the Salt Creek Rural Park Dis- 
trict was too late in filing.

YMCA activities as a,youngster growing 
up in -Minnesota,' but jumped into YMCA 
work at the age 'of 14. \

•He served as a dishwasher at a YMGA 


camp in northern Minnesota, returning 
the following two summers as a guide. He 
also became involved in the Hi-Y club, a 
social service group which met at the 
local,YMCA, during his junior and senior 
years of high school. 


But it wasn't until he began working as 


an adviser to Hi-Y clubis while pursuing 
a liberal arts education at the University 
of Minnesota that Hertog began seriously 
considering YMCA work as-a career. 


His family was "a little reluctant" 


about it, but Hertog finished up his un- 
dergraduate work in 1952 at George Wil- 
liams College, then in Chicago; which'is 
known for training professional YMCA 
leaders. That was followed by two years 
in the Army as an instructor in the Sig- 
nal Corps. 


Hertog then returned to Chicago, ob-

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Randhurst Bus 
Shows Increase 
In Ridership 


The Jefferson Park-Randhurst shop- 


pers' bus is showing a steady increase in 
ridership, according to Mount Prospect 
Village Mgr. Robert J, Eppley. 
. 


The bus, sponsored by the Village of 


Mount Prospect, the Randhurst Corp. 
and United Motor Coach, has been in op- 
eration since April 10. It makes eight 
round trips Monday through Saturday. 


'Each week the increase of riders has 


been about 100 from the previous week. 
In order, the three weeks showed totals 
of 288, 388 and 477 riders. Monday, May 
1, the start of the fourth week, had 94 
riders, the highest figure for a Monday. 


John T. Hanck, vice president and gen- 


eral manager of United Motor Coach, 
said yesterday that the income from ri- 
ders' fares for the first 18 days was 
$528.50, which will be divided among the 
three cosponsors. 


"THE TREND (of riders) is growing, 


growing, growing," Hanck said. "I think 
they should continue it (the bus) another 


month. If it keeps growing, it would be 
silly to stop it." 
\ 


The bus run was set up as a one-month 


experiment, to be continued only if it 
proved • profitable or the costs proved 
slight. 


Hanck estimated that of the $800 


pledged by the village, some $300 is left, 
"enough for another week or two." 


A decision on the future of the service 


probably will be made early next week, 
Hanck said. He has sent the income and 
ridership figures to the other sponsors 
this week. 


The bus route begins at the Jefferson 


Park CTA terminal, then goes up Mil- 
waukee Avenue to Northwest Highway. 
From there it goes to Potter Road, along 
Dempster Street to Miner Street, thence 
to Northwest Highway again and finally 
up Main Street to the Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center. The bus will stop at any 
corner when flagged down. Fares range 
from 35 cents to 50 cents. 


School Budget 


Deficit Despite Cutbacks 


Despite cutbacks in staff and supplies, 


the Mount Prospect Elementary Dist. 57- 
administration Monday presented a pro- 
posed 1972-73 budget that includes a defi- 
cit of almost $438,000. 


By state law the nearly $4 million 


budget, must be tentatively adopted by 
the end of June because the district's fis- 
cal year begins July 1. A public hearing 
has been set for May 30 on the budget. 


Most of the deficit is in the $658,850 


b u i l d i n g fund, which includes ex- 
p e n d i t u r e s for custodial salaries, 
electricity, heating and maintenance. 
The fund also includes $150,000. for ex- 
pansion of Fail-view School. Board mem- 
bers last year voted approval of the ex- 
pansion, but at yet have taken no steps 
toward construction. 


The $2.7 million education fund, which

includes teacher and administrative sala- 
ries and costs of supplies, carries a 
$164,000 deficit. An estimated 5 per cent 
increase for teachers ii also in the fund. 


Approximately $280,000 worth of cuts 


were made in the education fund. The 
$117,350. reduction in supplies includes 
cuts in library books, teacher aids, re- 
source center material and furniture. Re- 
ductions in clerical help and elimination 
of 16% staff positions amount to $164,925. 


THE BUDGET ALSO proposes elimi- 


nation of the eighth grade graduation 
program, effective in June of 1973. 


Other funds included in the budget are * 


transportation, $92,000;'Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund, $50,000; bond and in- 
terest, $330,000. The working cash fund of 
$48,000 is included in' education fund 
receipts. 


Money for the budget comes primarily 


from local property taxes and state aid. 
According to J. C. Busenhart, assistant 
superintendent in charge of finance, the 
proposed homestead property tax ex- 
emption for the elderly may decrease 
1973 tax revenues. The exemption would 
permit taxpayers 65 years and older a 
$1,500 assessed valuation exemption, 
which would decrease their tax bills 
from $90 to $110. 


Busenhart estimated state aid receipts 


would amount to $836,750. 


Board members indicated they wanted

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Real Estate Official Testifies 
*Seiver Project Assessment Too Much * 


A real estate official testified yester- 


day hi the Special Assessment '70 trial 
that in his opinion, the financial benefits 
Mount Prospect property owners can ex- 
pect from the storm sewer project fall 
short of the amount of their assessments 
for it. 


. Ralph H. Martin, a real estate broker 
and appraiser for a Des Plaines firm, 
said the Mount Prospect property being 
assessed for the project made up only'21 
per cent of the total area that would 
benefit from the new sewer system. 
Thus,'he testified, Mount Prospect prop- 
erty owners should be assessed for only 
21 per cent of the project's $634,000 total 
cost. The remainder should be financed 


other way's, he said. 


(Currently $477;000 'has been assessed 


against Mount Prospect property owners. 
If Martin's 21 per cent figure is followed, 
this sum would be reduced to slightly 
more than $133,000. Also using his figure 
the village's public benefit portion would 
increase from $140,000 to almost $484,000.) 


Martin-was called to the stand yester- 


day by the attorneys representing the ob- 
jectors in the second day of tesimony.

ANSWERING' AN attorney's question, 


Martin said, "It is my opinion that all 
the properties that are primarily benefit- 
ing from the'project are not being as- 


sessed." Kenneth Stoneseiffer, the attor- 
ney representing the village, contends 
the village has no legal right to levy as- 
sessments against property beyond its 
borders. Attorneys for objecting property 
owners contend properties outside the 
village that will benefit should help pay 
for the project. The owners of one of the 
properties, Dana Point apartments,'have 
agreed to donate $17,000 for the project. 


Martin also testified that all homes in

trical contract to Premier Electric of 
Chicago, for $759,000, and the testing and 
balancing contract, which will check 
heating and air-conditioning, for $19,1100. 


THE BOARD also rejected a bid of 


$32,000 for maintenance of the building's 
rooftop air-conditioning units. Robert We- 
ber, assistant superintendent for business 
services, said the item had been bid 
"mainly for information" and that the 
district officials believe the district's 
regular maintenance crew can do the 
work more inexpensively. 


Weber said the total for the bids on the 


major contracts was under the district's 
proposed budget. Excavation, site prepa- 
ration and installation of steel had been 
bid earlier and contractors for those op- 
erations have been on the scene since 
last fall.

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Flags Fly At Full Staff Despite J. Edgar Hooter's Death

Flags at many local high schools were 


not flying at half-staff yesterday in honor 
of FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover be- 
cause of school district policies designed 
several years ago to thwart student ac- 
tivists. 


Schools la High School Dist. 214 were 


ordered to fly their flags at full-staff be- 
cause the district's administration could 
not confirm a presidential or governor's 
order to lower them. 


In High School Wit. 211, three schools 


flew their flags at half-staff all day, and 


one flew its at half-staff for part of the 
day. Supt. Richard Kobe also aaid he 
could not confirm a government order to 
lower the flags. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert of Dist. 214 said 


he and other administrators checked 
both Tuesday and yesterday with county 
and state education offices for direction. 


"We have a policy that we lower the 


flags only if we get a presidential or gov- 
ernor's order to do so," he said. 


GILBERT ADDED the district devel- 


oped the policy in the wake of student 
requests to lower the flags during protest 


demonstrations. Since Hoover's death, be 
said, principals have asked him if they 
should lower the flag. 


The flag was lowered Tuesday at Roll- 


ing Meadows High School at the request 
of' the Rolling Meadows1 Police Depart- 
ment, said Gilbert. He later ordered the 
flag raised. Rolling Meadows police said 
they also called the school yesterday to 
ask that the flag be lowered but were 
told it could not be. 
' .. 


In Dist. 211, three of the four high 


schools flew their flags at half staff all 


day, but the flag at Conant High was 
raised after being lowered in the morn- 
ing. Officials at Conant said the flag was 
raised "while we waited for clarification 
from our district office." 


But Kolze .said yesterday afternoon he 


had sent no directives to the district 
schools and he was unable to get direc- 
tion from the Cook County Superin'tend- 
ent's office. 


Kolze said the Dist. 211 board has no 


formal policy on when ftegs should be 
lowered, but added, "We've just always 


had the policy of waiting for some sort of 
official word so we know what to do." 


IN MAY, UTO, students at Arlington 


High School in Arlington Heights voted to 
lower the flag to half-staff in honor of 
four students killed by National Guards- 
men at Kent State. At that time some 
faculty members and a member of the 
local American Legion post raised the 
flag after it was lowered. 


At the same time, a group of students 


at John Hersey High School in Arlington 
Heights tried to lower their flag for the

Kent students. However, the adminis- 
tration blocked their efforts. 


When Dist. 214 developed its policy of 


waiting for official notice before lowering 
the flag, Gilbert said, it also decided that 
the board of education could order the 
flags lowered on its own initiative at ji 
formal board meeting. 


"The superintendent of schools is not 


authorized to lower the flag," he said. 


"The flag is a very tender thing," .he 


added. "We developed this policy be- 
cause otherwise, we could be lowering it' 
for all sorts of reasons."

Mrs. Evans, elected delegate to Con- 


Con from the 4th state district, was vice 
chairman of the convention's education 
committee. Formerly active in the 
League of Women Voters, Mrs. Evans 
described herself yesterday as a long- 
time independent. 


SHE SAID SHE was attracted to 


Ogilvie's campaign because of his 
"hands-off attitude" toward the con- 
stitutional convention and the governor's 
record in increasing state aid to educa- 
tion, which she said has doubled under 
Ogilvie. 


Mrs. Evans also praised Ogilvie for his

"Our anti-pollution laws are a model 


for the nation. Financial aid to grammar 
and high schools has doubled. These .are 
just some of the achievements made un- 
der Gov. Ogilvie," Mrs. Evans said. 


She told the Herald yesterday subur- 


ban Cook County will probably be the 
"stomping ground" of her campaign 
committee. "This is where you find most 
of the people who split tickets and act 
independently," Mrs. Evans said.

Fire Prober Signed Sworn Afjjidavit

A Des Plaines fire inspector who told a 


city council committee April 24 that no 
danger of explosion ever existed at a 
house plagued by underground gasoline 
leaks, signed a sworn affidavit March 16 
that "a fire and explosive hazard may 
exist" to get a warrant to search the 
house. 


The affidavit, obtained by the Herald, 


asked Associate Judge Marvin Peters '.to 
approve a warrant to search the home of 
Burton Kosmen, 709 River Rd., but the 
warrant issued by the judge was never 
used. 


Fire department officiate have refused 


publicly to acknowledge that gasoline 
was leaking into the house from under- 
ground storage tanks at a service station 
next door and have denied that any dan- 
ger of fire or explosion exists from the 
gasoline fumes in Kosmen's basement.

Inspector James Albrecht, who has 


lead the investigation since Kosmen com- 
plained late last year that his house is 
sitting on a "sea of gasoline," obtained 
the warrant after Kosmen refused him 
entry into the house to examine a base- 
ment sump pump. 


ALTHOUGH THE WARRANT .was 


never used and Kosmen later admitted 
inspectors to his home, be has told the 
Herald that officials have used the threat 
of-a starch warrant to "harass" him. 


Before the March 16 seach warrant "af- 


fidavit, fire inspectors had examined the 
Kosmen residence a number of'times 
and were aware of the seepage of what 
was described as a petroleum product 
into the sump holes in his basement. 


Albrecht told the Herald yesterday that 


he does not feel a danger of explosion 
ever .existed. He said be signed the affi- 
vit and "doesn't remember the exact 
words." 


The city attorney wrote the affidavit 


"so we could get a search warrant," he 
said. 


Investigations of the alleged leak and 


the fire department handling of com- 
plaints are now being conducted by the 
Illinois Attorney General's office and the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


The city council on Monday, acting on 


a recommendation by the council's fire 
committee commended the fire depart- 
ment for its action in the gasoline leak 
investigation. 


The nearly six-month investigation led 


to unearthing of two 6,000-gallon tanks 
from a Cttgo Service Station adjacent to 
the Kosmen home. 


Citgo and a city-hired listing firm have 


stated that no leak existed in these 
tanks. Two tests conducted by Citgo last 
year did indicate a possible leak, but the 
testa were discounted when what was de- 
scribed as a more sophisticated and thor- 
ough tost showed no leak. Kosman has 
disputed these findings and sought more 
tests. 


ACCORDING TO reports from Al- 


brecht, Kosmen on March 13 had refused 
•to give permission for John Ainley, exec- 
utive director; of the" American Petro- 
leum Institute, to go onto his property. 
He also said that fire officers could not 
go onto his property unless Howard 
Chinn, of the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection agency, .was present. 


Ainley and Kosmen had exchanged ac- 


cusations in an earlier meeting, accord-

Youth Center 
'Yelling* For 
Financial Aid 


"We're yelling for help and hoping 


somebody will answer us with some 
cash." 


This is the way the Rev. David Bus- 


sell, director of the Des Plaines Place 
for People youth 'center, described the 
need for financial aid to keep the center 
in operation. 


If more funds from grants or residents' 


are hot received, the ctnter, which now 
serves about 300 teeen-agers, will be 
forced to close in July, Russell said. 


The ctnter, at 1415 Ellinwood St, in 


downtown Des Plaines, is open in the 
evenings and weekends, providing coun- 
seling and activities, including discussion 
groups, seminars, a Saturday night cof- 
feehouse with folksinging and movies, 
and a Friday night rock music concert, 
Russell said. 


THE CENTER has remained open for 


•the last two years primarily because its 
teen-age members and community 
groups have contributed funds, he said. 
Youth activities have included 72-hour 
marathon fund-raising volleyball games, 
professional rock music concerts, special 
lobster dinners, and admission fees for 
the coffee house. 


The monthly cost of operations at the 


center is about $3,000. Recently lack of 
funds have caused the resignation of two 
of the part-time staff members, Gregory 
Young and Dean Miles, Russell said. 


Russell received about $8,000 last year 


as center director. By July, if.no funds 
are found, he will be forced to leave be- 
cause no salary money will be left, he 
said. 


The current crisis has forced the-cen- 


ter's adult board, which includes City 
Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach and several al- 
dermtn to make special pleas to resi- 
dents, who had pledged funds if the rent 
on "the'center headquarters could not be 
supplied through other contributions. 


The largest 'recent contribution was 


from the Des Plaines Community Chest, 
which has pledged $2,500, with monthly 
installments of $277. 


THE CENTER has applied for grants 


from the U. S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, from foundations 
and church organizations, Russell said. 


He said the chances for receiving a 


grant are "fair," but local support would

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Water Shortage Not Expected Here 


by ROGER CAPETT1NI 


The rain that fell in Baraboo, Wis., 


Friday will be used to wash dishes and 
sprinkle lawns in the Northwest suburbs 
sometime around May 1,2972. 


During the spring and summer of 1972, 


however, water consumers in the area 
will have to be satisfied with the water 
available from the wells in their respec- 
tive communities. 


The odds on turning the kitchen faucet 


and getting a steady flow of water, how- 
ever, seem to have improved over pre- 
vious years. While several villages and 
sections of them have experienced sev- 
ere water shortages in recent years, 
most local officials indicate they do not 


Water Distribution 
System Inadequate 


In a report commissioned by the City 


of Des Plaines, an engineering con- 
sultant firm this week said the city's wa- 
ter distribution is inadequate and in need 
of an estimated $2 million worth of im- 
provements. 


The report said, however, that the 


city's water supply, primarily obtained 
from Chicago, is adequate for future 
needs unless local well levels diminish. If 
so, a second pipeline connection to Chi- 
cago was recommended. 


expect serious recurrences of the prob- 
lem this year. 


The water that comes from the wells in 


the Northwest suburban area, state wa- 
ter officials believe, originates some- 
where near Baraboo, northwest of Madi- 
son. John Guillou, chief engineer for the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, said each 
molecule of water takes somewhere near 
1,000 years to filter its way to the wells 
in this area. 


That will do no good this year, as ev- 


ery municipality in the area each year 
sinks new wells to provide the water 
needed to sustain the continued growth in 
the area. 


Officials in all but two of the 10 North- 


west suburban communities are optimis- 
tic about their respective water supplies 
this year. 


Berton Braun, Palatine village man- 


ager, said recently, "Under our present 
conditions, we're not in very good 
shape." 
, . 


One of the present conditions to which 


Braun refers is the broken-down well in 
Winston Park, the village's largest subdi- 
vision. Braun expects the well to be back 
in working order sometime during the 
summer, but not in time to be of any 
help for the peak rush on water this 
spring. 


THE HEAVIEST use of water in Pala- 


tine, as in the other communities, comes 
when residents stara working on their 
lawns. That work usually begins around 
this time each year and continues 
through mid-June. 


"There's no way we can produce 


enough water economically to serve ev- 
eryone in town who is planting new 
lawns on the same day," Braun said. 


Dan Larson, Buffalo Grove village 


manager, is neither optimistic nor pessi- 
mistic about the water situation in his 
village. 


Larson explained the village has a 


study on water currently under way. But 
without the results of that study, he is 
not making any guesses. Two years ago, 


WELLS AND WATER storage tanks 
hav* been popping up all over the 
Northwest suburbs each year as more 


many Buffalo Grove residents had to boil 
water for drinking and cooking purposes. 


Several towns in recent years have had 


to resort to rationing water. Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Buffalo Grove, Hoff- 
man Estates, Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
Elk Grove Village all have had restric- 
tions on sprinkling. Generally, homes 
with even-numbered addresses are per- 
mitted to water lawns on even-numbered 
days, alternating with homes with odd- 
numbered addresses. 


Only Rolling Meadows, Mount Pros- 


pect and Des Plaines place no restric- 
tions on sprinkling. 


The water shortage problem stems 


from more communities drilling more 
wells to supply more people, businesses 
and industry. Most of, the towns cannot 
keep up with the demand. The problem 
is compounded each year as the water 
table drops, about 10 feet annually. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS will have two 


more deep wells, numbers 12 and 13, into 
operation this summer.,Drilling is now 
proceeding on well 14 at the rate of 160 
feet per day. Drillers expect to hit water 
at about 1,800 feet. 


L. A. Hanson, village manager,'said a 


six-million-gallon reservoir is expected to 
go into use in mid-summer. 


Palatine is considering building a ninth 


well as construction continues on the 
eighth. Elk Grove Village is making 
plans for its eighth well 'with a two-mil- 
lion-gallon reservoir to be added to the 
present 6% million-gallon village storage 
capacity. 


Within the next two weeks,, Hoffman 


Estates officials expect to put wells nine 
and 10 into operation. John Hossack, pub- 
lic works superintendent, said 
the 


sprinkling restrictions could be lifted 
with the completion of well 10. 
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communities drill more wells to pro- 
vide more water to more people, 
business and Industry. 


Buffalo Grove has four wells on its line 


and has constructed a 500,000 gallon stor- 
age reservoir. One of the wells is being 
rebuilt to more than double 'its pumping 
capacity. 


Wheeling also doubled the capacity of 


one of its wells .during the winter and is 
considering construction of another well 
near Hintz and Buffalo Grove roads. 


Through the winter Mount Prospect 


has repaired or reconditioned each of its 
14 wells. David Creamer, public .works 
director, said a new control panel is 
being installed, which will enable his 
crews to better monitor and control the 
supply. 
, 


Still another well is being planned for 


Schaumburg in an attempt to stay ahead 
of the demand expected in connection 
with the projected growth of the village. 


Rolling Meadows apparently has kept 


a few steps ahead of that demand, and 
consequently enjoys a water supply situ- 
ation superior to most other communities 
in the area. 


JAMES MULDOWNEY, city engineer, 


said the city has five wells in operation, 
a sixth under construction' and another in 


the planning stage. The city, Muldowney 
said, has not' had a water problem since 
it was incorporated 17 years ago. The 
seventh well,, for example, planned .for 
the area around Golf and Algonquin 
roads, is being installed in anticipation of 
the needs of a new department store and 
several industrial developments planned 
for that area. 


The City of Des Plaines stands far 


above the rest, however, when it comes 
to water supply. And there is good rea- 
son for it — Des Plaines supplements the 
water it gets from its wells with an al- 
most unlimited availability from the City 
of Chicago. 


As .the respective communities contin- 


ue drilling new wells, however, and as the 
water table continues'to drop, the con- 
cern increases over the life of the wells. 
Some officials seem to believe the wells 
could go dry someday, or at least could 
get so deep as to become economically 
unfeasible. 


Virtually all officials in the area agree 


the answer to the ultimate problem is to 
go to Lake Michigan for water. 


Several area communities have made 


application to the state for 'permission to 
divert water from the lake for that pur- 
pose. Four municipalities — Des Plaines, 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 
Palatine — have joined together in 
DAMP in their efforts to secure an allo- 
cation. 


DAMP spokesmen say they cannot go 


ahead with plans nor can they seek fi-' 
nancing for the system, however, until 
they receive an allocation from the state. 


FRIDAY, Guillou, who is in charge of 


making those allocations, said his office' 
will send out preliminary, tentative allo- 
cations within the next two weeks to all 
communities which have made requests.' 


No preliminary allocation will be made 


to DAMP, however, because of an over- 
lap hi requests, Guillou said. 


Guillou explained that while DAMP 


has made a request for its four member 
towns, Des Plaines has filed an addition- 
al application in its own behalf. 'Guillou 
said he will ask DAMP officials to iron 
out this overlap so that they can be 
granted an allocation as soon as possible. 


The state water official added he can- 


not see why DAMP has trouble lining up' 
financing for the plan without an alloca- 
tion. He said other similar organizations 
have had no trouble in that respect. 


Guillou also disagreed with other water 


experts on the possible crisis situation 
which could arise in relation to water 
supply. He discounted the possibility that 
wells will run dry and said estimates 
that DAMP would need several years to 
complete engineering and construction of 
a system were not accurate. 
'] 


Guillou said he believes DAMP could 


develop such a system within two years 
if an urgency developed and certainly 
within five years. 


Until then, however, most residents in 


the Northwest suburbs will have to look 
at a calendar before turning the outside 
faucet and will have to check the bath- 
room tap before tossing the kids into the 
tub for their nightly bath.

Liberal Religious Live Their 'Own Thing9 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


(Second of two pirti.) 


Freedom 
Individualism. 
Do your own thing. 
The words sound appropriate when es- 


poused by blacks on the way to equality, 
women on the way to liberation or the 
young on the way to changing society. 


Today these words are flowing from 


the mouths of a group formerly noted for 
their identity as a community and their 
simple, submissive nature. Appropriate 
or not these words fit nicely into the vo- 
cabulary of the new religious — the nuns 
of the '70s. 


One of the most liberal orders, the 


School Sistenr of St. Francis, which has 
nuns serving in the Northwest suburbs, 
has undergone radical change since 1966, 
a year after Vatican Council II directed 
the religious world to re-examine the in- 
tentions of their founders, learn about 
contemporary social life, and adapt 
clothing and work to time and place for 
the greatest benefit of the church. 


SISTER FRANCIS Borgia Rothluebber 


took the Council's mandate seriously and 
set about to free the School Sisters, a 
teaching and nursing order, to make the 
most of their God-given gifts. 


Slater Francis was elected "president" 


by the sisters (her former title was 
Mother Superior) and four assistants 
were also elected to share her authority 


in running tht order. Committees were 
set up to discuss the roads of change, 
sisters voted in or out the proposals and 
new policies were instituted. 


By 1969 the School Sisters, a worldwide 


order of 3,000, had passed the point 
where many orders remain today. Their 
traditional habits were shortened, given 
a color change and finally dispensed with 
altogether in favor of lay clothes. 


During 1969 they took another step for- 


ward. Pairs of sisters, groups of threes 
and even a few singles moved out of the 
institutions they lived and worked in. It 
was no longer a question of where a sis- 
ter was going to be assigned but rather 
where she felt her talents could be put to 
the greatest uses The community gave 
approval to each of the moves, but it re- 
mained an individual decision where a 
sister would go. 


NOW, NO LONGER geographically 


bound to their community and with few 
sisters in the order still residing in their 
convents, other changes have been 
made. 


Women interested in joining the School 


Sisters contact sisters closest to them in- 
stead of the Mother House. Rather than 
young girls fresh out of grade school or 
high school, the majority of women seek- 
ing the religious life of service are more 
mature — often with several years of 
professional or school experience behind 
them

der, the affiliate's life is guided by the 
sisters she has contacted. For the 
next one and a half to three yean she 
takes no vows and molds her life of ser- 
vice; after this she may make temporary 
vows. Nine years after her first vows she 
must make the decision to take final 
vows or leave the order. 


The nun going into the School Sisters 


need never put on a habit or lead a 
structured community life. She is respon- 
sible for getting her own education, em- 
ployment and living a life acceptable to 
the church. 


SISTER JONEEN, who entered the or- 


der in 1961, calls herself one of the first 
of the new breed of nuns. "My group as 
a class thought of what the future of the 
community would be and it was a little 
more difficult for us to accept some of 
the rigidity of the order," she said as she 
relaxed in her Park Ridge apartment. 


When the changes came she took to 


them easily. "I don't want to be held in 
reverence; I want to serve. Our commu- 
nity is showing their respect for the sis- 
ters as people by giving us responsibility 
for our lives and actions. We are living 
by our own values. We are being treated 
like adults," she said. 


For Sister Danielle, who has been a 


part of the order for 24 years, each 
change meant setting aside the old, well- 
known and comfortable for the new. 


"It was one way for many years and 


when it changed, I met what was pre- 
sented to me. I felt I could be more ef- 
fective," she said as she sat across the 
room from her roommate. 


"Some of the sisters, especially those 


who were in even longer, found a certain 
security in the way things were," Sister 
Joneen added. "Every sister has made 
some change — either In the way they 
feel or the external ones. The change 
was optional to us all There are still 
some who live in our Mother House in 
Milwaukee, but not many. We haven't set 
ourself apart from those who are more 
conservative and they accept us." 


THE TWO CAME from a small hospi- 


tal in Wisconsin to Lutheran General 
Hospital because they were looking for 
additional professional challenge and 
also to meet people who may not have 
met a religious before. 


They found both «t tte Park Ridge 


hospital. After three years, "I still don't 
feel I've met all the challenges this hos- 
pital has to offer," Sister Joneen said. 


"We've been able to approach people 


as we were never able to before," Sister 
Danielle added. "Most of the people we 
work with know we're sisters — both 
staff and patients. We explain who we 
are and why we are here\and often what 
develops is very rewarding." 


"Accepting us is harder for Catholics 


than for others," said Sister Joneen. 
"They have enough of the old church at- 
titude to ask why we are hi lay clothes or 
why we aren't working hi a Catholic hos- 
pital. Part of our work is education. 
People are realizing it is a changing 
church."

"We are able to put more time — our 


whole lives — into being a true Chris- 
tian," Sister Joneen said. "There is noth- 
ing that essential about our lives that we 
couldn't take into marriage. If we want- 
ed another life, we wouldn't be hi Hie 
community. There is nothing holding us 
to our life except us. The other is just not 
a part of the nature of the religious." ' 


The exodus of sisters from commu- 


nities hit a high .point in the late '60s. 
The numbers leaving their vocation is ta- 


pering off, Sister Dannielle said adding, 
"The quantity is less but the quality is 
better." 


Neither has felt the temptation to leave 


their order, yet both admit they could 
not go back to the old way of life. In- 
stead of looking back they look to the 
future. 


"Our community is working at deep- 


ening what Is now there," Sister Joneen 
said. "We've gone through about six 
years of experimenting, seeing what 
works. Now we are working on making 
our lives more meaningful hi the church. 


"THE CHURCH is taking stands on 


world issues. We get notes from the so- 
cial concerns committee of our order 


suggesting how we can make ourselves 
aware of what good can be done. It's a 
way of expanding the religious roles of 
sisters," she continued. 


"Our founding sisters came from Ger- 


many 100 years ago to meet the needs 
they saw at that time," Sister Danielle 
said. "They constantly changed their 
purposes and focus, depending on what 
they saw that needed to be done. We use 
the foundresses' example today. We are 
spreading out — opening the doors." 


"We're taking a look at what's aO 


around us," Sister Joneen added. "We've 
been getting ourselves together for six 
years; now we want to include the whole 
world."

There are people and there are human 


beings, according to Ashley Montagu, in- 
ternationally known anthropologist and 
author. 


People react. 
Human beings respond. 
People solve social problems by drop- 


ping bombs, killing; people strive for and 
measure themselves by material things; 
people turn away from the needs of oth- 
ers hi non-involvement. 


Human beings care; they are warm 


and loving; they enable others to live; 
they fulfill themselves, explore their po- 
tentialities. 


Becoming a human being is what life 


is all about. 


Molding people into human beings, is 


(he challenge facing women, especially 
mothers, today, said Montagu aa be 
spoke last week at the fifth anniversary 
celebration of Greenerfields Unlimited, a 
continuing education center for women 
with offices hi Northfield. 


"WHEN WE REALIZE the actual role 


of the sexes hi society, we will discover 
that women'are at the basis of all society 
and all human values," Montagu said, 
adding that we are hi a period of re- 
evaluating attitudes about the sexes and 
ahottU go back historically to understand 
why present roles came to be. 


"In an species women are toe carriers, 


deliverers and carers of the young. A 
child learns from the way a which his 
mother respond*," b» «M. 


A child it ban in a sterile hospital de- 


livery room, taken from Us mother and 


placed hi a nursery, allowed to be with 
his mother for limited periods of time 
and thai only when the rigid schedule 
permits. 


"This is the way to begin murdering a 


human being and turning him into a 
people," Montagu argued. "Mother 
should behave towards her child as she 
is biologically made to. She should be 
standing by, supportive and loving." 


WE MAY BE BEING taken in by what 


others say is the best rather than by 
what is biologically natural right and es- 
sential, he declared. 


"It is very important for women to un- 


derstand and not be taken hi by the ex- 
tremists hi the (woman's liberation) 
movement," he asserted. "There are no 
substitutes and never will be for moth- 
ers. Day care centers are no replace- 
ment for mother love . . . The ex- 
tremists are right about most other 
things but not about putting a baby and a 
bottle hi a day care center." 


A baby's only language is through his 


skin, Montagu continued. He promoted 
breast feeding or,* when it is Impossible, 
bottle feeding a baby hi a way that would 
most closely resemble breast feeding. ' 


"Babies learn1 to see and hear by their 


early tactile experiences," he said, citing 
research that supports his claim. "What 
goes on from the moment a baby is bom 
in relation to his mother wffl form the 
rest of his life. 
t 


"HUMAN BEINGS are on this earth, 


and I can tell you this in complete cer- 
tainty at aa anthropologist and sdentiat, 
to live as if to live and love is one. And 


what is the definition of love? Love is the 
kind of relationship that exists between a 
mother and child. If is reciprocal love," 
he said. 
v 


Men and women are now hi a state of 


confusion on then* attitudes, Montagu 
said. "It is easier to develop out of eon- 
fusion than out of error. We must realty 
become dear about what human beings 
are on this earth for. Women have a crit- 
ical position hi'relating to this problem. 
Women make people human beings." 


All women can work towards changing 


people into human beings with all other 
people, not only then* children, he said. 


MONTAGU CITED a number of in- 


stances when he had reached out to oth- 
ers and brought about warm, human re- 
sponses. He told of saying good morning 
to a cold, silent elevator operator who 
never spoke to anyone and being laughed 
at by his colleagues for this show of 
friendship. Within weeks Montagu and 
the man were speaking to each other 
each morning and evening, and a human 
relationship had begmu 
, 


"Wei are on this earth .. .to grew and 


develop;as warm loving human beings, 
loving to other rhuman teings and to na- 
ture," he said. "You hav»r to do this or 
you; ve writte* ycflraeM out of the human 
race. You're not a human, you're a 
people." 


Montagu, author of "The Natural Supe- 


riority of Women," also diicuned how 
women got,to whet* they an today. Ha 
pointed ont that fba period daring World 
War I, when WOOMB had to fffl male 
roles whO* the men war* oft to war, was 


the beginning of the end of the mytholo- 
gy dealing with the inferiority of women 
to men. 


THERE ARE NATURAL differences 


between males and females, he said. 
Males are muscularly stronger, but 
women are constitutionally stronger, live 
longer and are able to "fend off assaults 
by the environment" better. Now that 
most labor is done by machines, the need 
for muscular strength has diminished 
and we must re-evaluate differences be- 
tween the sexes, he declared. 


Sexual differences are being chat 


lenged; entrenched masculine values and 
attitudes towards women are also being 
challenged, he said. 


"These challenges are causing a very 


real revolution hi males' attitudes to- 
wards females and females' attitude*^ 
about themselves.. 


"Whatever the differences are between 


males and females, they are all human 
beings. Man should not be required to 
kffl himself in the way be does," he said, 
adding that most men suffer from an 
aorta of disorders because of the rote 
tlwyteke. 


"What can I do, you ask. It to very 


simple," be continued. "The changes we 
"are going to make hi people and hi the 
world are not going to be made in Wash- 
ington, D.C., or the United Nations. They 
wffl be made hi ourselves. We can make 
ourselves over into what we ought to be. 
We can^ enable ethers to live, enlarge 
their capacity to fufflU tbemsehrei aa hu-

The High School Dist, 214 Board of 


Education Monday night approved more 
than $5.7 million worth of contracts for 
the construction of Buffalo Grove High 
School.
